The regular business of the meeting 
having been transacted, considerable 
time was occupied very agreeably in 
free social conversation upon matters 
touching the interests of the society. 
One friend from Worcester, having 
twice visited England, and during the 
past year, spending several months in 
London, interested us all with an ac- 
count of his visits to every part of the

Rumford, and his meetings with the 
Hon. Josiah Pierce, a member of that 
Institution, and one of our own Vice 
Presidents and patrons from the begin- 
ning of our existence us a society.

There 
can be but one position for them to take in 
this matter, viz: plant themselves squarely 
on the law as they find it on the statute 
books. Of course, they will examine the 


statute carefully as they are bound to look | 
into any other law. consulting good counsel | 
When their minds «re made | 


if necessary. 
up I believe they will act according to the 
law as they tind it, regardless of the wants 
of the treasury or of any outside influence 
whatever, In this they should, and I 
believe will be sustained by all classes of 
our citizens without distinetion of party, 
Unfortunately (as T believe) a majority 
of our voters cast’ their ballots for license, 
making it incumbent on the Mayor and 


Aldermen to issue licenses provided the 
applicants are people of good moral 
Character and are provided with — the 


necessary paraphanalia to do the business 
according to the law as it stands and is 
interpreted by the Supreme Court of the 
Commonwealth. Although a thorough 
believer in “no license,’ 1 willingly yield 
to the majority, only asking that the law 
regarding licenses be complied with the 
same as any ather law found on our statute 
books,

Men Named for the Minneapolis 


Convention, 


(From Our Special Correspondent.) 
Boston, March 22, 1892. 

A little incident happened in the Sen- 
ate on Friday that shows the importance 
of the members staying at their posts un- 
til adjournment, The House had sent up 
a bill allowing the town of Basthampton 
to refund to Eliza O'Donnell part of the 
money loaned to her brother for the pay- 
ment of a liquor license fee, He died af- 
ter holding the license a few weeks, and 
the town had unanimously voted to repay 
his sister the proportionate part of the 
fee for the unexpired term of the license, 

But this was found to be illegal, soa 
special enabling act was sought, Senators 
Butler, Parkman, Gilman and West held 
that such a bill was against the fixed pol- 
icy of the State, not to allow any such re- 
bate. This was denied by Messrs, se 
er, Reade, MeEttrick and Coveney. The 
line was at once drawn on party lines, 
and on temperance lines too, so far as the 
debate went. A motion to postpone was 
defeated by the Democrats, who had 
“counted noses’? and found they hada 
majority of those present. Then the vote 
was finally reached on the main bill and 
it was engrossed, 15 to five, all the Demo- 
crats and two Republicans voting for it. 
A motion to reconsider was made. Now 
the point of the whole thing is,and_ it 
occurs quite often during the session,that 
the Democrats stick by their seats when 
party issues may possibly arise much 
more closely than do the Republicans. 
They are more zealous fora “record” for 
party legislation; they are more united, 
Although in theory, politics should not 
enter into legistation, yet they often do; 
and it behooves the Republicans to be as 
alert and diligent as are their opponents, 

The Cigarette BI 

was finally rejected by the House by some 
40 majority. The course taken by the 
House on this measure called forth some 
adverse comment. It was first substi- 
tuted by a handsome majority foran ad- 
verse report, and in the samemManner was 
given its third reading, It has been 
charged that the hostility was inspired 
by a plan to secure an “equivalent”? from 
tobacco dealers for defeating the measure; 
thot the latter refused to “come down,’ 
saying they would kill it in the House out 
of revenge. But as no roll was called ex- 
cept on the final stage, no comparison of 
votes to back up that theory can be made; 
and all legislators are presupposed to be 
aboye such prostitution of their official 
positions.

Mr. Hoe told me he was making his 
printing presses in London not because 
of the ditference of material there and 
here—that, he said, was trifling—but be- 
cause he could hire skilled mechanics in 
London for one guarter what he could 
hire them forin New York, As I have 
stated before,the market for your agricul- 
tural products is increased 10 times over 
by the wages paid in this country.” 


“The point in this: They would take 
the Waltham machinery or the Elgin 
machinery over to Switzerland, to-day, 
and set it up there and work with cheap 
labor, and run out every watch factory 
in this country. My friend from Texas 

Mr. Crain) says: Let them do it. My 
riend from West Virginia (Mr, Wilson) 
says; Let them doit. Allyour democrats 
say: Let them do it, and let the American 
match-makers go out and starve, or work 
for European wages, I say no never!’

About Saloons, 


Eprron Wonurn Journan:-—As 
one who is especially interested in the 
drink problem and who has devoted 
time to the study thereof, and because 
the discussion of the ethics of social 
reform ought to form an important and 
ever-growing feature of the newspaper, 
[ venture to deliver this opinion. 

If there is one institution against 
which all well-meauing citizens, every- 
one who has any respect or regard for 
God or his fellows, no matter what his 
particular shade of opinion may be, 
whether prohibition, total abstinence, 
or moderation, should be united—that 
institution is the modern saloon, 

I am amazed at the inefficient, not to 
say idiotic and imbecile manuerin which 
this country, boasting the possession of 
widely-diffused intelligence, deals with 
this drink question, When you grant 
licenses, what are youdoing? Accord- 
ing us you have high or low license 
you lay a more or less heavy tax on 
the prospective business of the applicant. 
He tits up his saloon at more or less 
expense, provides light, warmth and 
umusements, in return for which he 
expects patronage of his wares on the 
part of transient customers or of 
habitues and loafers. Then you have 
all the evils of competition introduced : 
the suloon-keeper is interested in selling 
as much as possible of his stock in 
trade; rot-gut rum = and forty-rod 
whiskey will enhance his gains. 
Further, he is hedged in by provisions 
of the lnw—wise and otherwise— 
which make it simply impossible for 
him to obey the conditions of his 
license and gain any profit. 

There are, I think, some twenty-nine 
possible infractions of the law in this 
State which involve a forfeiture of the 
license. Every year the good where 
with to prick the rhinoceros-hided 
saloon-keeper is furnished with a new 
point which falls into inglorious 
desuetude in the course of a few 
months: thus the law is brought into 
contempt and this people will have it 
80. 

Now, the readiest way to be rid of 
the public saloon is prohibition, but in 
Democratic form of government no 
statute can be effectively enforced 
which is not supported by the honest 
fecling of the great majority of citizens. 
The voters of this State have emphati- 
cally declared against prohibition. 
Until such time as they experience a 
change of heart the principle of local 
option we may assume to be the best 
public policy. 

But the saloon ought to go: it un- 
necessarily and harmfully combines 
functions. Public weal would be better 
subserved if men could enjoy social 
intercourse with their fellows and fiud 
aniusement elsewhere than in saloons: 
public or private spirit should furnish 
place and means. Houor to men like 
Mr. Hudson for efforts of this kind. 


So long as the voters decree the sale of 


alcoholic beverages, and so long only, 
let the community establish one place 
for their sale, under proper restrictions, 
in quantities, not to be drunk on the 
premises. [Ltt the employees be paid 
a stated salary; they will have no in- 
ducement to force sales, or traffic in 
rot-gut, Let the community have the 
proflts; they will help pay Police, 
Courts, Poorhouses, Houses of Corree- 
tion, Jails, Hospitals, Asylums, for 
which alcohol unstintedly furnishes 
occupation, 

Under this plan none can reasonably 
complain of sumptuary legislation and 
the abridgement of personal rights; we 
shall be rid of a huge amount of public 
hypocrisy and non-enforced legislation : 
the public will be more vitally interested 
in the suppression of illegal sales, 
whether in kitchen barrooms, or in 
dram-shops more or less thinly dis- 
guised as apothecaries; or in groceries 
one great means 
for promoting the abuse of alcohol will 
be done away with. 

The suloon is prolifle of taxes; it is 
it gaugreue on the body politic; it is a 
menace to the purity of Municipal, 
State, and National politics; it is the 


fruitful parent of poverty, misery, 
degradation it stinketh to heaven; 


an offence to uncorrupted senses ; its 
atmosphere reeks with — profanity, 
sensuality, brutality, bestiality. Is it 
uot high time, men and brethren, to 
relegate the saloon to the limbo of 
bygone and outgrown horrors?

An Important Case Decided. 


Some time ago Mr. Charles E. 
Eaton, by his council, O, A. Galvin, 
sq , of Boston, brought suit against 
Dr. John M. Harlow to recover 
damages for injuries received by the 
tall of an elevator loaded with ma- 
chinery in a building owned at the 
time by the Doctor and leased by Mr. 
Eaton for a shoe muauufactory. The 
plaintiff was so seriously injured that 
his life was dispuired of and several 
weeks elapsed before he was able to 
leave his bed. He sued for $20,000 
damages, claiming that the personal 
injuries received from being crushed 
beneath the elevator were of a perma- 
vent character, 

‘The case created a good deal of local 
interest and as usual each side had his 
partisans, 

Dr. Harlow employed to defend him 
Johu W. Johnson, Esq., of this city, 
and I, R. Clarke, Esq., of the law 
tirm of Ranney & Clarke of Boston. 

The case came on for trial in the 
Superior Court at Boston last Monday 
and was ably conducted on both sides. 
After hearing the plaintiffs testimony 
and listening to the arguments ot 
council, Judge Hopkins, who presided, 
directed the jury to return a verdict for 
the defendant, which was accordingly 
done, In thus submitting it to the jury 
the court said that the plaintiff had failed 
signally to prove his case, aud accord- 
ing to the testimony of his own wit- 
nesses uo cause of action had been 
established agaiust Dr. Harlow. ‘Thus 
ended the great legal coutroversy.

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Woburn Woman's Club, 


Dr. Charles H. Harwood of Boston, a 
member of the American Branch of the 
British Society for Physical Research, gave 
an interesting and practical talk before the 
Woburn Woman's Club on April 1, upon 
“The Place and the Value of Hypnotism.” 

Dr. Harwood, although young in his pro- 
fession has made a careful study Into the 
subject of hypnotism, having read the 
results of the scientific and the phycholo- 
gical researches made by eminent physicians 
at home and abroad, having attended 
hypnotic clinics, and having himself hyp- 
notized patients, he bas acquired an in- 
telligent knowledge of the subject. Dr, 
Harwood began his lecture by quoting from 
JM. Charcot's article in the Forum for 
May, 1890. He made no attempt to give « 
definition of the term hypnotiam, as any 
definition would be incomplete; but he de- 
scribed the use and the effects of this 
power, and he proved it to be a subject of 
scientific interest, 

This mysterious power first came to 
public attention in Paris where under Dr, 
Mesmer it took the form of mesmerisnm and 
it came to a limited unfolding in the action 
of the wonderful rods in the magic calchon., 

In Europe there are two distinct schools 
of hypnotism: one, at Nancy-—the larger 
and the most populur, founded by Dr, 
Kiebault; the other at Varie under the 
direction of the neurologist, De. J. M 
Charcot, 

The manoy school is psychological and it 
treats disease by hypno-suggestion: it has 
been particularly described in the recent 
editions of the Boston Transeript by Henrik 
G. Vetersou, M. D., who attended Prof 
Bernheim in his visite through the Nancy 
Hospital, 

The Parisian school is scientifle and 
Oharcot lus treated at the Malipeture (the 
famous hospital) hypuotiem, and Je grand 
hypnotion with wonderful results,

lively interest in hypnotism among the 
medical profession of America, 
Dr. Harwood proves that hypnotiam 


from its etiology is not a mere ‘putting a 
person to sleep.” 

A patient may be hypnotized by the stroke 
of a gong, by Charcot'® method, by the use 
of a lancet, by chalkmarks on a black- 
board, by the ticking of a clock, the drip- 
ping of water, or by the passes ueed by Dr, 
Liebault. The results of these means of 
stimulus vary from a just perceptable 
acceleration of the respiration and the 
pulse, to an aggravated attack of hysteria, 
One can not be hypnotized without first 
submitting one's will to that of the operator, 

The characteristics of hypnotism are the 
absolute faith with which a hypnotized 
person receives suggestions and his belief 
in hailucinations the most unreasopable. 

*Somé* of the behefits derived from thts 
power are the relief of pain, especially of 
moral trouble, and the relief from the 
opium and alcoholic habits—the relief by 
removing the destre for stimulants, but not 
a cure for the pathological conditions re- 
sultant from long and excessive use. Dr. 
Harwood seriously denounces the general 
and frivolous uses to which this dangerous 
power has been and is being put. 

It ia often easy for one to hypnotize 
another, and very difficult, sometimes even 
impossible, for the hypnotiser to unhypno- 
tize the patient. Only physicians should 
use this power, and not then, without a 
careful study of their subject; and as a 
therapeutic agent, its place should be in the 
laboratory, 

At the close of the lecture, in answer to 
questions, the speaker gave several interest- 
ing anecdotes to show some of the paycho- 
logical results produced by hypnotism, and 
its value in bringing about the conviction 
of a murderer—but lack of space forbids 
turther details. G. M. B.

Bits of Gossip, 


(Special Boston Letter.) 


Perhaps an appropriate subject of 
correspondence juat now at the opening 
of the political campaign for the year 
would be the progress of our State under 
Republican administration, The first 
distinctively Republican candidate chosen 


Governor was Gen. Banks, in 1857, so that 
in 1858 the State came under Republican 
control. For over 30 years, Massachusetts 
has been under the laws made for it by 


Republican Legislatures, and nearly 
always administered by a Republican 
chief executive. 


It is quite unnecessary to burden the 
mind much with mere statistica concern- 
ing this period. But it is welltocompare 
this government and progress of our 
atate with that of any other for the same 
time. It is a self evident fact that no 
other state stands as a Commonwealth 
today, in all that goes to make statehood, 
in advance of Massachusetts; and but 
very few are abreast of her, Other states 
are larger in territory, more numerous in 
alent Wed and with greater valuations, 
Sut none of these nake a state, The es- 
sential elements of the state are found 
most completely developed here, Intel- 
ligence, good government, material and 
moral prosperity are found within her 
borders to a greater degree than in any 
one of her sister states. Her financial 
credit leads them all, These are facts 
that should be considered by those who 
condemn the Republican party and de- 
mand achange, It is well worth while 
to consider the immense amount of legis- 
lation enacted in this period, and remem- 
ber that its result has been to bring our 
state to its proud position, It is useless 
to tell of what might have been done by 
some other party in power, The Repub- 
lican party has been in power, has made 
these laws, has been continued in power 
by the people; and all must admit that 
no other state in the Union can showa 
better record under similar conditions, 


And Yet a Few Comparisons 


may be of interest, as showing how the 
the business of the State has increased 
during this period. In 1858, there were 19 
joint standing committees of the Legis- 
lature, and now there are 32, In 1855, 


there was 1,132,369 population; in 1890, 
2,238,943. In 1857, there were 211,309 votes; 
in 1891, 398,807, ‘That is population and 
votes just about doubled. The valuation 
of the State in 1855 was $597,936,995; in 
1890, it was $2,156,844,037. That is, while 
the population had only doubled, the 
valuation of the State had almost quad- 
rupled. What more powerful argument 
could there be in favor of the good sense, 
honesty and wisdom of the policy follow- 
ed by the Republicans as a party; 
“Money talks,’’ indeed, and a quad- 
rupling of valuation in this period is an 
argument that fairly shouts, The educa- 
tional and temperance work done by the 
party during this period, has elevated the 
State to u proud eminence, while the 
labor legislation of the State, asa whole, 
is certainly in advance of that of almost 
any other, The people have been content 
even though for special reason they have 
| chosen a Democatic Governor a few times, 
to still keep the legislation power in the 
hands of the Republicans. 

I would not imply that the Republi- 
{cans desire the good of the state any 
more than do the Democrats. But the 
reoord they have made for more than 30 
years in managing the affairs of state 
should prove vonclusiyely to any candid 
mind that good policy demands the cone 
tinuance of this party in power, 


A Moat Convincing Argument 


in this line has just been made, perhaps 
unwittingly, by the report of the joint 
special committee appointed by the last 
Legislature to examine the work of the 


various state commissions, This com- 
mittee included such keen men and ex- 
treme partisans as Senator McNary and 
Representative Josiah Quincy.

“Deeming Massachusetts fortunate in 
securing the voluntary, unpaid services 
of such men and women as have in the 
years gone by constituted and do now 
constitute the membership of her various 
boards and conimissions,’’ 

Now let it be borne in mind that this 
| system has been administered by Repub- 
lican governors and councils and perpetu- 
ated by Republican legislatures, and its 
endorsement by the Democrats on the 
committee should foreyer stop that party 
from further criticism of it, The only 
dissent from the Democrats on the com- 
mittee was to the effect that the Governor 
should have absolute power of remoyal of 
members of these commissions “for cause 
stated.”’

All that we have to decide is 
whether under existing conditions it is 
well for us to enter upon the free coinage 
of a silver dollar which is worth only 72 
cents by the standard under which we like 
everybody else are carrying on and must 
carry on business.

The first effect, therefore, of free coinage | 


would be an immediate and most severe 
contraction of the currency, for it would 
be sometime before silver could come in 
and take the place of the vast quantity of 
gold thus suddenly withdrawn. When 
the time arrived the period of inflation 
would yet in because there is an immense 
amount of silver in the world which it 
would be profitable to pour in here for 
coinage.

REARED AMONG WOLVES. 


A Queer Story Told by an Amorican Mie- 
slonary Returned from India. 


In November, 1872, I saw at Secun 
dra, near Agra, in northern India, 
a boy that had been brought up 
among the wolves. I published an 
account of his appearance at the 
time, and some further facts which I 
have lately learned concerning him 
will also be of interest. 

He was found in 1867. Some men, 
passing through an unfrequented 
jungle, suddenly came upon a child, 
apparently five or six years old, with 
out clothes and running upon his 
hands and feet. They tried to catch 
him, but he disappeared in a hole 
which was evidently the lair of some 
wild beast. 

Unable to unearth him by digging 
and not daring to go into the hole 
themselves, they reported the fact to 
the magistrate of the district, who 
directed them to start a fire at the 
mouth of the den and smoke out its 
inmates of whatever sort they might 
be. The fire was started, when pres- 
ently a large she wolf dashed out of 
the hole, scattering the fire and 
speeding far away for safety. She 
was soon followed by the boy whom 
the men had seen before, and whom 
they now caught with difficulty. 

He was evidently a child of human 
parentage, but with the appetites and 
ways of the wolf. He could not walk 
erect, he was without clothes, he had 
no language but a whine, he would 
eat nothing but raw flesh and would 
lap his drink like a wolf. Put into 
an inclosure, he would lie in a cor- 
ner during the day and at night 
would prowl about picking up bones 
and ravenously gnawing them. 

After keeping him awhile the mag- 
istrate brought him to an orphanage 
at Secundra, under the care of the 
Church Missionary society, where he 
was kindly received and cared for, 
and where he has since been, an ob- 
ject of unceasing wonder to the many 
who have seen him there, 

He has been taught to walk erect 
—though he does this awkwardly— 
to wear clothes, to drink like a hu- 
man being and to use a fork and 
spoon. He has lost his appetite for 
raw flesh, and he has no longer any 
disposition to escape. He has also 
been taught todo a little work, but 
he does not like to work. He has 
become wholly inoffensive and min- 
gles freely with the children, among 
whom he has his favorites, 

He evidently hears well and under- 
stands many things which are told 
him, but he has never uttered a word 
or shown any wish to speak, though 
many efforts have been made to 
teach him articulation. 

He is now, as far as ean be judged, 
about thirty years of age. His fore 
head is low, but his features are reg- 
ular, and his eyes, though wild and 
restless, have not an idiotic look. 
His jaws do not protrude, and his 
teeth are regular and human, His 
arms, legs and body differ from those 
of an ordinary human being only so 
far as incident to his habits of loco- 
motion when he was first found, 

How far he has ever become con- 
scious of moral or religious truth it 
is impossible to say. The nearest 
approach he has shown to something 
like an apprehension of an unseen 
world was in connection with the 
death of one who cared for him and 
of whom he was yery fond, 

At the funeral, as the body was 
lowered into the grave, the poor boy 
looked wistfully at the coffin and 
then at the bystanders, evidently 
wondering what it all meant. By 
gestures and other signs, by feigning 
to be sick and dying, and then point- 
ing downward and upward, the by- 
standers seemed to awaken in him 
some strange thought of something 
which could not be seen, and after- 
ward, when sick himself, he lay 
down and closed his eyes and pointed 
to the earth and sky. 

From a friend in India, who has re- 
cently seen him, I learn that he is 
still living at the orphanage where 
he was first taken.—Rey. J. H. Seeley 
in Congregationalist.

HOW OAK GROWS. 


To Produce a Good Grove Requires from 
140 to 200 Years. 


The extreme limit of the age of the 
oak is not exactly known, but sound 
and living specimens are at least 
1,000 years old. The tree thrives | 
best in a deep, tenacious loam with 
rocks in it. Stagnant water is one 
of its aversions. It grows better on | 
a comparatively poor, sandy soil than 
wn rich ground imperfectly drained. 
The trunk, at first inclined to be ir- 
regular in shape, straightens at ma 
turity into a grand cylindrical shaft. 

The oak does not produce good seed 
until it is more than sixty years old, 
The acorn is the fruit of the oak; the | 
seed germ is a very small object at 
the pointed end of the acorn, with 
the future root uppermost. The acorn 
drops, and its contents doubtless un- 
dergo important molecular and chem- | 
ical changes while it lies under its 
winter covering of leaves and snow. 
In the mild warmth of spring the 
acorn swells, the little root elongates, 
emerges from the end of the shell, | 
and, no matter what the position of 
the acorn, turns downward, The 
root penetrates the soil two or three | 
inches before the stalk begins to show 
itself and grow upward. The ‘tmeat” 
of the acorn nourishes both root and | 
stalk, and two years may pass before | 
its store of food is entirely exhausted. 
At the end of a year the young oak | 
has a root twelve to eighteen inches | 
long, with numerous shorter rootlets, 
the stalk being from six to eight 
inches high. In this stage it differs 
from the sapling, and again the sap- 
ling differs from the tree. ‘To watch | 
these transformations under the lens 
is a fascinating occupation. 

If an oak could be suspended in 
the air with all its roots and rootlets 
perfect and unobscured, the sight 
would be considered wonderful. The 
activity of the roots represent a great | 
deal of power. They bore into the | 
soil and flatten themselves to pen- 
etrate a crack in a rock. Invari- 
ably the tips turn away from the 
light. The growing point of a tiny 
outer root is back of the tip a small | 
distance. The tip is driven on by | 
the force behind it and searches the 
soil for the easiest points of entrance, 
When the tips are destroyed by ob 
structions, cold, heat or other causes, 
a new growth starts in varying di- 
rections. The first roots thicken and 
become girders to support the tree, 
no longer feeding it directly, but 
serving as conduits for the moisture 
and nourishment gathered by the 
outer rootlets which are constantly 
boring their way into fresh territory. 

These absorb water charged with 
soluble earth salts—sulphates, ni- 
trates, phosphates of lime, magnesia 
and potash, ete. — which passes 
through the larger roots, stem and 
branches to the leaves, the laboratory 
of new growth. An oak tree may 
have 700,000 leaves, and from June 
to October evaporates 226 times its | 
own Weight of water. Taking account 
of the new wood grown, “we obtain 
sone idea of the enormous gain of 
matter and energy from the outside | 
universe which goes on each sum 
mer,” 

Oak timber is not the heaviest, 
toughest nor most beautiful, but it 
combines more good qualities than 
any other kind, Its fruit is valuable 
food and its bark useful in certain 
industries. An oak pile submerged 
for 650 years in London bridge came 
up in sound condition, and there are 
specimens from the ‘Tower of London 
which date from the time of William 
Rufus. ‘To produce a good oak grove 
requires from 140 to 200 years, It 
seems a lony time to an American, 
but forestry is a perpetual branch of 
economies When once established.

“My God, help! There's Dickson's 
engine coming again.

fixteen years ago Henry was an 
engineer on a Union Pacific locomo- 
tive. Among his railway friends was 
one George Dickson and the latter's 
fireman, Allison, Dickson and Shantz 
got into a dispute over a game of 
cards, and whenever they passed 
each other after that Dickson and Al- 
lison would taunt Shantz and call 
him a thief and a coward.

The Board met in rewular 
Thursday evening, April 21. Tlie Honor 
the Mayor inthe Chair, The appointment 
by the Mayor of Waldo KB.

[A 
more judicious appointnent could not have 
been made, Mr. Buck is well qualified for 
the position and may be relied on to do bie 
whole duty at all times and under all 
circumstances.—Ep | 

A petition was read from Mra, Mary G, 
Pierce and her three sons, remonstrating 
against the granting of a license to Thomas 
H. McGovern on Main and Buckman 
streets. I]. Leonard and others petitioned 
against the granting of a license to Patrick 
F. Kerrigan and Dennis L, Sullivan, 48 
Fowle street. A petition was received from 
Daniel Sullivan for a license to keep a pool 
table at 111 Main street.——William Arm- 
strong and Michael Murphy petitioned the 
Board for State Aid. 

The Overseers of the Poor submitted a 
report for the month of March, which was 
placed on file. 

An order offered by Alderman Ham, 
authorizing the Woburn Gaslight Company 
to open streets for the purpose of laying 
pipes was passed and sent to the Common 
Council for concurrence, Alderman E. 
H. Walsh offered an order providing for the 
laying of a concrete sidewalk and edge 
atone, which was passed. It was voted that 
the Board meet Friday at 1.30, and proceed 
to visit and inspect the premises for which 
liquor licenses have been applied.

At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
last Thursday evening, it was voted to 
adjourn to 1,30 p. m., Friday, for the 
purpose of visiting the saloons for which 
licenses are asked. 

Promptly at the hour named the members 
were on hand, while in front of the City 
Hall stood two hacks for the Board’s con- 
veyance, 

At about 2 p. m., the Mayor called the 
members to order, saying there was a little 
business to transact, whereupon Alderman 
Richardson of Ward 8, offered an order 
which was as follows: 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 28, Chapter 100 of the Public 
Statutes, the honors and duties given to and 
imposed upon the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the city of Woburn by said Chapter shall be 
exercised by a Board of License Commis- 
sionera to consist of three inhabitants of 
the city who shall be appointed and shall 
hold the office in the manner and for the 
term prescribed in said Section 28; and be 
it further 

Orxperep: That the compensation of said 
Jommissioners shall be 85 per day for each 
day of actual service by them performed in 
the discharge of their duties under and by 
virtue of this order. 

When the Clerk had concluded the read- 
ing Alderman Walsh of Ward 5 objected to 
the passage of the order GWtil he had more 
time for thought. He did not think public 
sentiment was in its favor. He suggested 
that the members proceed with the business 
which had brought them together. 

It was voted to lay on the table until the 
Board returned from the excursion to the 
saloons. 

Upon returning to the Council Chamber 
all the members except the Mayor and 
Alderman Fowle, made a visit to the 
Savings Bank building and then came back 
to the Chamber. 

The Mayor presided and all the members 
were present. 

Alderman Fowle made a motion which 
wae unanimously adopted, that the Board 
go into executive session, 

This action caused the gang of reporters 
to retire to their respective offices or homes. 

The doors were secured and sentineled, 
and what was said or done of course could 
not be found out. Clerk Moreland, with the 
experience of Clerk Young of the U. S. 
Senate before him was dumb, and the 
Aldermen ditto. 

The Journat however, js able to lay the 
matter before its readers, 

The Mayor asked the Board what they 
would do with Alderman Richardson's order. 

Alderman Richardson explained the 
merits of the bill he fathered, and some of 
the Board asked questions, particularly 
Dearborn of Ward Gand Hamof 2. Alder- 
man Dearborn objected to the order on 
general principles, The Board had been 
elected, and among other duties expected of 
them was the granting of licenses. Jt would 
look to the public as though members were 
afraid to show their hands, For one he was 
not. . 

Alderman Ham was opposed to it, and 
had told the Mayor so when the latter asked 
him what he thought of it. 

There was evidently going to be opposi- 
tion and the Alderman who offered the order 
showed some anxiety and was disposed to 
lay the matter over for a day or so until the 
‘off horses” could be brought around. 

He concluded to risk a vote and was 
pleased to find that it stood four in favor 
and three againat the order. 

The members voted as follows: Yes, 
Brown, of Ward 1, Richardson, Ward 3, 
Fowle, Ward 4, J. J. Walsh, Ward 5. 
Nays, Ham, Ward 2, Dearborn, Ward 6, 
and KE. H. Walsh, Ward 7. 

After some pretty sharp talk among them- 
selves they adjourned. 


COMMON COUNCIL, 


The Board met in special session on 
Saturday evening, April 23, to take or 
refuse action on the Aldermanic order for 
appointing a License Commission, Presi- 
dent Waldron presided. 

By a unanimous yote the Board refused 
to concur with the Board of Aldermen in 
providing for the appointment of License 
Commissioners. Conngilmen Kelley and 
O'Donnell were absent. When the order 
of the Aldermen was read by the Clerk, 
Councilman Bowers of Ward 2 moved to 
lay iton the table. Councilman Kendrick 
said he did not fully understand the matter, 
and favored laying itonthe table. Council- 
man Quigley wanted to hear the matter 
explained, Councilman Meagher wanted 
to know the duties of the Commission. 

President Waldron replied to the latter 
that they had the power to select persons 
who were to haye liquor licenses, and to 
supersede the Aldermen in that function. 
Hw did not think further explanation was 
necessary. The yote was then taken, and 
resulted in a unanimous one to lay on the 
table,

Capt. Strange 
complained of the drangenuess in his 
Ward. Jt was nota political issue, Even 
if no license je granted, it will take the 
balance of the gentury to get the people 
sobered off. Alderman Vowle asked if 
there was more drunkenness than under no 
license. Mr, Strange said there was, and 
that Sunday was the worst day. He said 
that so far as Martin's place wae concerned 
it was conceded that he kept as good a place 
as there wasinthe city, He had nothing 
personal against Mr, Martin. Alderman 
liighurdson said he expected to hear some- 
thing new, buthad not, Yewall P. Samson 
suid hie Ward was golng wrong. ‘He did 
not blame Mr, Martin. The trutlic, how- 
ever, got more protection than the citizens, 
Woburn people did not make the trouble. 
The kitchen bar-rooms were wore than a 
licensed place. Matters were worse eince 
the place became @ city. 

The hearing closed, Committee arose, 
Mayor ‘Phompeon resumed the Chair, and 
the Board went into Pxecytiye session on 
the matier of liquor licenses.

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Setting the Poles, 


At 2 o'clock last Monday afternoon Supt. 
Wentworth of the Kast Middlesex Street 
Railroad Co, stated to a JournaL reporter 
that he had that day completed the task of 
marking places for setting the poles for the 
electric wires on his line from Chelsea to 
and including Stoneham and was then in 
this city to perform the same duty, in the 
discharge of which he was expecting the 
aid of Street Commissioner G. F, Jones. 

Supt. Wentworth further informed the 
JOURNAL man that crews of laborers would 
be putto work digging the holes inside of 
a week and that erecting the poles would 
immediately follow. In Stoneham some 
two miles of new raile will be laid before 
the system is changed to electricity, for 
which the ties and iron are on hand, or will 
be as soon as wanted, 

The contracts for all the branches of 
work necessary to be done to change the 
motive power on this line will expire, so 
Supt. Wentworth says, the first of June, at 
which date the work of putting in the trolley 
system will be completed, He is not, how-

Some Old Fashioned Reading. 


One day last week our venerable friend, 
Mr. Jacob Wright, kindly brought a copy 
of the Independent Chronicle and Boston 
Patriot of date August 20, 1823, to the 
Journat office for the Editor thereof to 
peruse, knowing that he has a lively pen- 
chant for such old-time literature. Mr, 
Wright has had possession of the paper 
more than 40 years and it is still in a guod 
state of preservation although it has been 
handled by mercy knows how many people 
and conned over and over again for its news 
and ideas for a period of almost 69 years. 
Atthe date of the paper the Presidential 
campaign, in which John Quincy Adama, 
Henry Clay, William H. Crawford, and 
perhaps others, were candidates, was going 
on ata hot pace, the Jndependent of course 
warmly espousing the cause of Massachu- 
setts’ noble son, J. Q. Adams. Mr. Wright's 
futher was a Crawford man, and had many 
warm disputes with his neighbors on the 
political questions of the day. Mr, Jacob 
Wright was about 12 years old then and 
remembers the political fight well and 
thinks that for bitterness of speech, personal 
abuse, ete., the campaigns of the present 
day can’t hold a candle to those of 70 years 
ago. * * ™ The news (?), advertises 
ments, arrivals and departures of sailing 
craft, local happenings, and Editorials in 
this old specimen of the journalistic and 
typographic art, are exceedingly interest- 
ing, and in them a reflecting mind may find 
much “food for thought.” 


Another venerable and esteemed neighbor, 
Mr. Simeon Weymouth, fetched in a copy 
of The New England Gazateer, by Jon 
Hayward, published in 1839, which is also a 
well preserved volume. John Hayward was 
the compiler of the Columbia Traveller, 
‘Religious creeds” etc., and it is very 
interesting to read what he said of New 
England towns and cities more than half a 
century ago. He gives Woburn a good 
setting out, as will be shown by extracts 
which the Journav will print in the near 
future. 


After reading a volume of lectures de- 
livered by Rev. Edward D. Griffin, its 
pastor, in the Park Street Church, Boston, 
in the latter part of 1812 and published in 
March, 1813, on ‘**Regeneration,” ‘‘Means 
of Grace,” **Election,” and kindred themes, 
it is easy enough to be seen why that church 
has always been known as ‘Brimstone 
Corner.” Whatever may be thought of the 
doctrines maintained by him no one can 
peruse these lectures without coming to the 
conclusion that Rev. Mr. Griffin was a 
reasoner of remarkable analytical powers, 
of rare acumen, a keen logician, and lucid 
writer, His command and use of Scripture 
proofs to sustain his conclusions was equally 
remarkable. During April we have ‘taken 
solid comfort” in reading these lectures. 

So much for the present about ancient 
history and literature.

On the 
ranch are two apple orchards and 
one of prunes, with a hundred new 
trees which began bearing in 1890. 
In one week 34 tons of fruit were 
drying for market. The house orch- 
ard contains nectarines, apricots, 
plums, pears, peaches and cherries. 

The ranch is shut in by high, thick 
trees, redwood abounding, and from 
its situation it has only four hours of 
sunshine in winter. In the summer 
the growth of vines is marvelous. A 
rose vine sent out a shoot that grew 
twenty feetinashort time. The luxu- 
riance and prodigality of flower life at 
Buena Vista is intoxicating. Passion 
vines in full flower of the richest 
colors stragzle over the fences, 
screening every bit of wood. Mrs. 
Norton added to her large stock of 
the choicest roses fifty of the finest 
from Rochester greenhouses, most 
of them everblooming, As neither 
rosebugs or slugs are known there, 
nothing mars their perfection. The 
climbers rival the passion vines in 
producing flower screens. Clematis 
and a tropical vine of great beauty 
cover the porch of the house, and the 
house, which is not pretentious, will 
be covered soon by roses. 

Mrs. Norton finds life in that lo- 
cality more desirable than home 
quarters in this fickle and unfriendly 
climate, In her house at Greenvale 
farm are the results of Bar Harbor 
days, studies of the flowers from her 
Long Island garden, and studies of 
California fruits and flowers, besides 
afew portraits of local characters, 
one being the dusky face of Tom 
Bray’s wife, as celebrated in the coun- 
try for her cooking as her husband is 
for his fiddling. It is interesting to 
note that the ranchwoman and artist 
has a womanly pride in simple femi- 
nine ways, and finds delight in the 
dainty exquisiteness of her needle- 
work. She proudly proclaims her. 
self ‘country born and bred.” 

Mrs. Norton is a member of the 
California State Floral society, and 
her deseription of the exhibits of this 
society, and her talks with the super 
intendent of the Golden Gate park 
green houses, are very interesting. 
She says that Timothy Hopkins, also 
a member of the society, is an enthu- 
siast about violet culture, growing 
acres of them.—New York Sun.

The result of the Rhode Island elections 
seems to have had a vory bracing effect 
upon the Republicans. This is especially 
noticeable in the tone of the leading 
newspapers of that faith.

The campnign in this state, 
thi fall, will be oneof education; and no 
one doubts that the result will be for 
protection and honest money, The tariff 
question will overshadow the silver issue, 
but the latter must be guarded against at 
the polls by electing congressmen who 
can be depended upon for sound money;

1, “Have merey upon me, O God, ac 
cordin, to thy lovingkindness; according 
unto the multitude of thy tender mercies 
blot ont my transyressions.” This is the 
third of the seven penitential psalms, the 
thers being the vi, xxxii, efi, exxx, extiil, 
xxxvill. The title gives the cirenumstances 
which led David to write this psalm, and 
the whole story is found in Tl Sam. xi and 
xii Let all consider the true significance 
of the seventh commandment as taught by 
our Lord Jests, and let only those who are 
not wuilty throw stones 

2 "Wash me thoroughly from mine to 
iquity, and cleanse me from my sin.” Like 
the leper who said, “Lord, if Thou wilt 
Thou canst make me clean’ (Math, viii, 2), 
he believes that the Lord ean cleanse him, 
and be wants it done thoroughly, Tow 
such a word as | Jolin i, ¥, would have 
comforted him, “Tf we confess our sins He 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sins 
and to clennse us from all unrighteous 
ness.” But he had virtually the same 
teaching in Ley, vi, 1-7 

8. “For Lacknowledge my trausyressor 
and my sin is ever before me.” “Only ve 
knowledge thine iniquity, that thou hast 
tranuressed rygainst the Lord thy God,” 
was God's plea with Israel by Jeremiah 
(Jer, iii, 18) David does this, not making 
light of it nor seeking to hide either his 
iniquity, the root of all the trouble, or his 
transgression in which he overstepped the 
line, or his sin in which he came short of 
the mark (1x, Xxxiv, 7) 

4, “Agninst thee, thee only, bave I sinned, 
and done this evil in thy sight. that thou 
mightest be justified when thou speakest, 
and be clear when thou judgest.” When 
Nathan reproved him be said, "I have 
sinned against the Lord” (Il Sam. xii, 18) 
When Joseph was sore tempted, instead of 
yielding as David did, he said, “How can 
I do this great wickedness nnd sin against 
God?" (Gien, XXXIX, 4) 
5. “Behold, | was shapen in iniquity, 
nod in sin did my mother conceive me.” 
David recognizes sin in his nature, he did 
not believe that we are by nature holy, but 
as Paul testifies by the Spirit, “By nature 
the children of wrath, even as others” 
(Eph. ii, 8). “By one man sin entered the 
world, and death by sin, and so death 
passed upon allinen.” “The carnal mind is 
enmity tucainst God” (Rom. v, 12. vill, 7) 

6. “Behold, thou desirest truth in the in 
ward parts, nod in the hidden part thou 
shalt make me to know wisdom,.”’ There 
isasomething in us Known in Seripture 
as The imagination of the thoughts of 
the heart’ (1 Chron. xxviii, & xxix, 18). 
And it is written, “I, the Lord, search the 
heart, T try the reins.” 

7 “Purge me with hyssop and I shall be 
clean, wash me and [shall be whiter than 
snow.” God mide provision for the cleans 
ing of the people whom He redeemed from 
Myypt, and to understand 
this verse one should be familiar with the 
story of the leper and the two little birds 
of Ley. xiii and xiv, and also the red heifer 
story of Num. xix, In the cleansing of 
each case, the leper and the defilement con 
tracted by the way, the unclean one could 
do nothing for himself until pronounced 
clean by the priest. The hyssop was used 
to sprinkle the blood, or the ashes and 
water, which symbolized and typified the 
blood of Jesus Christ. (See Lev. xiv, 4. 7% 
Num, xix, 18, and compure Isa, i, 18.) 

8. “Make meto hear joy and gladness, 
that the bones which thou hast broken 
may rejoice.’ One’s very bones are fig 
uratively id to suffer because of sin 
“My bones waxed old through my roaring 
all the day long.” “Neither is there any 
rest in my bones, because of my sin’ (Ps 
xxxii, 8) xxxviii, 8) And of Christ, our 
substitute, bearing our sins, it: is written 
‘Lam poured out like water and all my 
bones are ont of joint. My heart is like 
wax, it is melted in the midst of my bow 
els’ (Ps. xxii, 14) How fearful is sin thus 
to affect the Holy One of God 

® “I idethy face from my sinsand blotout 
all mine iniquities.”” God said concerning 
Israel, Mine eyes are upon all their ways; 
they are not hid from my face, neither is 
their iniquity hid from mine eyes’ (Jer. 
xvi, 17) But Hezekiah could say after his 
repentance, “Thou hast cast all my sins 
behind thy back” (Isa. xxxviii, 17), and con 
cerning Israel when she shall turn to God 
it is written, “I have blotted out as a thick 
cloud thy transgressions, and as a cloud 
thy sins.” “Thou wilt cast all their sins 
into the depths of the sea’ (Isa. xliil, 25 
xliv, 22; Mie. vii, 19) 

10, “Create in me aclean heart, O God, 
and renew aright spirit within me.’ This is 
going to the root of the difficulty, We 
sometimes hear of a change of heart; if by 
that is meant a new one instead of the old 
sinful one, all is well; for the old cannot be 
improved (Rom, viii, 7). We must be 
born from above (John iii, 8, margin) and 
receive a nature we never Lad before, even 
the divine nature (11 Pet, i, 4), before we 
can enter the kingdom of God. ‘This God 
is ready todo for us, but He wants us to 
ask Him (Mzek. xxxvi, 26, 27, 87). What 
is worth having is surely worth asking 
for. 

Il, “Cast me not away from thy pres 
ence, wud take not thy Holy Spirit from 
me.’ Moses prayed, “If thy preseuce go 
bot with me carry us not up hence."” And 
the Lord said, **My presence shall go with 
thee, and | will give thee rest’? (x, xxxiii, 
l4, 15) The strength and comfort of 
Moses, Joshua, Gideon, Jeremiah and all 
the servants of God was His presence with 
them (lex, iii, 12; Josh. i, 5; Judg. vi, 16 
Jer. i, 8, 14). And to us our Lord bas said, 
“Lo, Lam with you alway’ (Math xxviii, 
20), Ile has promised never to leave us, 
and hus told us that the Spirit will abide 
in us (Johlu xiv, 17), so that if we will we 
may rejoice in the abiding of the Mather, 
Son and Spirit in us (John xiv, 17, 28) 

12. “Restore unto me the joy of thy sal 
vation, and uphold me with thy free spir 
it.” Salvation and the joy of salvation are 
two different things; the last we may lose, 
but not the first. Many have the first who

Comparison of the Attitude of the 
Two Parties. 


The Oregonian’s Advocacy of a 
Standard Dollar, 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: In appenring 
before thia intellizent audience, representing 
the bustness interests of tho city of Boston, Iam

“of silver? As advocated th the United States, it 


isthe conferring upon every one the right to 
have 371% grains of pure silver, now worth 67 
cents, coined and stamped free of charge by the 
Government into dollars which will be a ful) 
legal tender at their faco value in payment of 
all debts and obligations in the United States. 

The bill introduced at the present seaston of 
Congress by Senator Stewart of Nevada pro 
vides; 

“That hereafter any ownor of silver or gold 
buliion may deposit the same at any mint in 
the United States to be formed into standard 
dollars for his benoftit’; that the unit of value 
of the United States shall be the dollar of 412% 
grains standard silver or 25.8 grains standard 
gold; that Section 3 of the act of 1878, which 
provides for the issuing of silver certificates, 
shall be applicable to coinage under the biil, 
and that such certificate shall be redeemable in 
coin of standard dollars and shall be receivable 
for all taxes and dues of the United States and 
a legal tender for all debts, public and private, 
To relieve the owners of silver bullion trom the 
inconvenience of waiting for the coinage of 
their builion, the bill provides that 
the owners of such bullion “shall 
have the option to receive coin or its equivalent 
in the certiticates provide! for in the act.” Tne 
whole object of the bill is to make the Govern: 
ment the forced purchaser of all the silvér bul- 
lion in the world at the rate of $1 for 67 cents’ 
worth. The advocates of free coinage propose 
that the mints in the United States shall be open 
to free coiunge, not only of the silver of Ameri- 
can production, but of the world’s production, 
notwithstanding there is nota mint in Europe 
which is open or which has oven open for years 
for the coinage of silver for individuals, The 
amount of silver coin in the world, not includ. 
ing thatin the United States, is estimated at 
$3,388,600,000, The amount of gold in the 
United States does not exceed §700,000,000, 
France aloue has §700,000,000 of silver coin, 
and under free coinaye of siiver fere she could 
exchange her silver for our gold. 

Effect of the Stewart Bill. 


What would te the effect apon the business 
of this country of such an enactinont? The 
merits or demerits o! the proposition must be 
determined by facts as they exist to-day, and 
whether it is a wise financial moasure or nolL 
is {n no way connected with previous legisia 
tion.

On 
the contrary the present Congress has 
beon ablo to pass no measure for the public 
weal. Ithas prevented upto the present the 
passage of one very bad piece of legislation. but 
this defeat of the Silver bill could not have 
been accomplished without the almost unani- 
mous vote of the Republican representatives, 
from patriotic motives rather than for partisan 
advantage. | Applause.) 

It has succeeded in preventing an appropria 
tion for soap at West Point and is now doing tts 
best to prevent the building of an American 
navy. (Laughter.] The House has also passed 
two or threo smnull tariff bills, one fur New Eng- 
land and the other for the South and West. 
They swear at each other in princivie, as ono 
admits so-called raw material free for New 
Mngland, while the other admits the finished 
products free for the South and West. 

They are neither practical pieces of legisla- 
tion, as their framers weil knew that there was 
too much ood sense in a Republican Senate to 
approve their folly. 

Our executive oilicers have been clean, ablo 
and patriotic, andl we can appeal to the other 
sense of the American people with contidenco 
that their verdict will be in our favor.

THE PLATFORM. . 


Declaration of Principles by tho Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts. 

Tho Republicans of Massachusetts, in har- 
mony with the Republicans of the United 
Btates, stand opposed tg the free coinage of sil- 
ver, and we, their delogates, denounce the 
measure -apported jin the present Congress 
by tho vast majority of the Representa- 
tives of that party which opposed the resump- 
tion of specie payments, gavo, itself up 
in thetimo of tho country’s groatost financtal 
danger to every dishonest scheme which 
promised its restoration to power, and 
still maintains its attitude as tho con- 
sistent foo of an honest dollar, The passage of 
the bill now pending in Congross, which Was 
temporarily defeated by tho practically unite d 
action of the Kepublican members, would 
derange values, réduce the pay of labor, 
impair the obligation of contracts 
and put our currency on the silver basis of 
Asiatic nations, Our unit of valueshould bo 
maintained at par with tho money of the com- 
mercial world, and great as were the benelits of 
the silver law of 1890, great for what 
it averted as welt as for what it 
secured for the country, wo believe, in view of 
tho continued decline in the purchasing power 
of silver and in the absence of a general inter- 
national agreement fixing the ratio between the 
two metals, that the purchase of silver bullion 
hy the Treasury and the issue of cortifieatos 
thereon should be for the time suspended. 

Totheapplication of the principle of pro- 
tection in raising our national revenues is 
due in a large measure the wonder- 
ful growth of tho country and tho vast- 
ly improved condition of our wWwage-earners 
over that of workingmen of Europe, 
substitution of a free trade for a protective 
tariff would be fraught with disaster. What- 
éver amendments of our tariff laws may be 
from time totime demanded by our changing 
financial needs should be made by the friends 
and not the enemies of protection, 
and should be made with a view to the deyelop- 
ment of our great national resources and upon 
the general principle that tho less the labor in- 
volved in the production of any article the less 
should be the protection which it receives, 

We commend the system of commercial 
treaties which seeks the rational expansion of 
our foreign trade by arrangements having 
regard to the peculiar laws and products 
of each nation, rather than by a gen- 
eral law opening our markets to foreign 
producers, without in many cases receiy- 
{ing any benefit in return. Our antag. 
onists betray their lack of union upen any com- 
prehensive economic scheme, And an 
attempt to enact the Mills bill in sectionsis the 
only policy they have to oppose tothe magnifi- 
cent Republican and American system of pro- 
tection allied with reciprocity. 

Thereform of the civil service should yot 
more generally apply to holders of non-political 
offices, to whom asecufe tenure should be an 
{neentive to the faithful discharge ot 
their duty, ‘he spoils system, which 
bestows oflice as pay for party work, 
or more commonly for work for the successful 
candidate within a party, debauches the public 
service, converts elections into a mere award of 
prjzos and nota settlement ot principles, and 
rings about the degradation of popular goyern- 
ment, 

Tho right of every voter to cast his vote and 
have it honestly counted is the fundamental 
principle of our Government, and+the eujoy- 
ment of that right is essential to tho 
perpetuity of the Republic, We condemn 
the policy of the Democratic party of confer- 
ring the right toSgovern upon the minority, as 
shown by its acts in those Republican States of 
which it has secured the accidental or fraudu- 
lent contro}. 

Ve congratulate the country that its highest 
court has vindicated the restoration of power to 
the majority in Congress by the rulings of a

My gain 
is an incidental one and comes only from tho 
increased purchasing: power that the protective 
tariff gives to the whole people, 

The doctrinaire insists that freo trade and pro- 
tection are questions of 
the logical conclusion of his ronsoning is free 
trade, He sets up an Pypophesis and tries to 
adapt his facts to it, and if they do not adapt 
themselves it is all the worse for the facts. 

The practical business man regards the ques- 
tion aa one of systems; whether, under oxisting 
conditions, free trade or a protective tarilf is the 
better system for the country. As time goes on 
conditions change, and what may be desirable 
to-day may twenty years hence bo absolutely 
undesirable. How, then, can such questions ve 
gauged by the immutable laws of a_imere 
theory?

Vessels and guns, the bestof their Kind, have 
been produced, and every step taken to insure | 
the elticiency of. our already admirable 
naval personvel, With highly creditable wis- 
domtand foresight, and with utter disregard of 
the petty demagogues of economy, who are snre | 
to rant hardest against the most necessary ex- 
penditures, the Kepublican Congress appropri | 
ated enough money to make a beginning in the 
work of providing a really first rate American 
navy. The appropriation was rendered possible 
by the absotute contidence which all men had 
inthe capacity aud integrity with which onr

The direct 
outcome of that convention has been the estab- 
lishment of a better feeling among these Ameri- 
can States as a whole, and notably the 
passage of a number of excellent reciprocity | 
treaties with certain of them, and with certain 
European Powers likew Oa the other hand, 
with three different Powors our relations have 
at titnes been strained, and we as a people 
ought to be heartily congratulated that our rep- 
resentatives have in ail these cases acted with 
such tirmness, wisdom and dignity that toe 
honor ol the American name has been upheld 
and the rights of its citizens protected, while 
equai care has been taken not to transgress the 
rights of others. Pho Adininistration has taken 
throughout the only position that it could 
be proper for au Administration ever to 
take; it has made it clear toall that while 
the American people sincerely desired peace, 
they were not afraid of war. This was 
the attitude the Administration assumed 
toward Germany over the Samoan affair, toward 
Ghiliover the wanton and unprovoked outrages 
on the sailors of the Baltimore, and toward | 
Great Britain in reference to the Behring Sea | 
tishories. ‘lo our shame asa nation, be it said,

ence between the intrinsic value of asilver dol- 
larandagold dollar inthe United States rep- 
resents entirely the depreciation of ellver, and 
that the relation of gold coin to other products 
of human industry has not been changed py 
the demonetization of silver. Tho depreciation 
of the value of agricultural and manufactured 
products is accounted for by them by 
increased production, the division of 
labor, improved machinery, — large man- 
uacturing establishments, diminished interest, 
and similarcanses. Hut suppose the trath lies 
between these opposing views, and that silver 
on account of the discontinuance of its use in 
many of the countries of Europe for coinage 
purposes and a large increase yield has depre- 
ciated and that gold has appreciated in value by 
the increased demand for it for use as money, 
Still, by what process of reasoning can it be 
shown to be honest to scale down all debts paya 
ble in gold, or its equivalent, anamount equal to 
the difference between the intrinsic value of the 
silver dollar and a gold dollar, This would not 
be houest, even if all existing debts were owing 
by the sume persons and to the same persons as 
at the date when the prico of silver began to 
fall; but such is not the case, Probably 96 
per cent. of all the debts existing in 1873 has 
seen paid, and a large percentage of the present 
indebtedness bas been incurred since the great 
divergence between the vaiueol silver and gold, 
Gold has been practically our standard since 
1834. All debts since then (except during the war) 
wero payable in gold, So that to now acale 
down debts 38 ae cent, on the dollar would be 
downright robbery of one class to favor an- 
other. Besides this the debtor class would re- 
ceive no real benetit from free coinage, Many 
existing dobts are already payable by the terms 
ofthe contractin gold, Most creditors would 
be glad, in order to prevent forced collection of 
their debts, to secure to their creditors payment 
in gold, and those who attempted to pay money 
borrowed at the gold standard in a depreciated 
currency would tind that the disadvantages and 
sacrifices necessary to secure the means to 
liquidate their debts and the increased interest 
upon them would more than offset any ad- 
Vantage gained by the effort. [Applause.) 

One would suppose that the advocates of free 
coinage of silver believe that silver and gold 
have naturally a fixed value relatively one to 
another, and that by theacts of 18%4 and 1837 
the United States adopted by statute this natural 


j ratio. There is nonaturai ratio of value between 


gold and silver, and no reason why there should 
“any more than between wool and cotton, 
The value of silver as compared with gold has 
been, with tho exception of a comparatively | 
brief period, constantly fluctuating since 
authentic history began. Lhe claim that} 
the ~ change in the United = States 
from a gold Dasis to a silver basis 
would increase the value of silver so that 
the relation of its value to that of gold would ba 
ns 1 to 16 or 1 to 16, is not warrantad by any ex- 
verience of any nation in the world. Instead of 
»y free coipage bringing the currencies of the 
countries now upon aw atlver basis up to the gold 
basis of the great commercial nations of the 
world, we would take rank with them, and by 
making a market for the silver of the world and 
letting our gold go to countries where gold is a 
basis, would postpone forever any international 
agreement to remonetize silver. [Appiause,/ 
Our Own Experience Enough. 


I shall not to-night go into the history of other 
nations to show that itis impossible under free 
coinage to maintain in circulation both gold and 
silver when eitheris overvalued by the legal 
ratio, Our own experience is sufticient. The 
coinage law of 1702 established the ratio of 1to 
15 between gold and silver. The intention of 
Congress was to adopt the commercial ratio be- 
tween the two metals in the markets of the} 
world. But gold was undervalued and could 
not be kept in the country, and its place was 
supplied with Spanish milled dollars and sinal), | 
avraded silver coins. The ratio of France being 
at the same time 1 to 154%, France took all our 
gold under a law that is universal and inevita- 
bie. Tosecure the retention and circulation of 
gold in this country the Acts of 1834 and 1837 | 
were passed. The ratio under those laws was 1 
to 16. Gold was overvalued and siiver left 
the country under the operation of the saine } 
Jaw. ‘To enable us to retain in this 
country silver subsidiary coins; the act 
of 1853 was passed, reduciug the amounc of sil- 
ver in half dollars and other fractions of a dol- 
lar, discontihuing free coinage of subsidiary 
coin and providing for its coinage by the Gov- 
ernment from silver purchased by it upon which 
it received the profit. Every one must admit 
that no legislation can directly inerease or di- 
minish the intrinsic value of silver. That is 
lixed by the same law that fixes the value or 
price of any other commodity in the world’s 
markets, supply and demand. Laws which cro- 
ato additional uses for silver bullion tend to in 
creaso or keep up its value. hécompulsory | 
purchase by the United Btates of 4.600,000 
onnces of silver monthly helps to maintain tho 
price of silver bullion, because it withdraws 
that amount from the world’s markets, but the 
fact that the price of silver has, since the law 
under which these purchases are made went 
into operation, declined to a point be- 
low the price when the law took effect, 
is conclusive evidence that the open- 
ing of our mints to tho free coinage | 
of silver would not have the effect to make our 
silver dollar intrinsically worth a gold dollar. 
We can only hope for the restoration of silver to 
its old functions and value by an internationul 
agreement between the principal commercial 
uations of the world to open their mints to the 
free coinage ot silver at an agreed ratio. 

I will notenter upon an argument to prove 
What tomeis a self-evident proposition, that 
the Government cannot, by legistation, create 
value, All money must be of intrinsic value, or 
it must be of value vecanse it ecan be converted | 
into that which has intrinsic value. The expe 
rience of mankind has taught them that gold 
and silver are better adapted for money than | 
any other metal or substances, but experlence 
has taught them also that the two motals can 
only be inaintained in cireulation with free 
coinage of both, when the legal ratio between 
them is the sameas the ratioof their commer 
clal value in the world’s market, Partly ou ac- 
count of the demonetization of silver by the va- 
rious countries of Europe, partly on account of 
the increased production inthe United States 
of silver, and partly on account of the decreas- 
ing demand for silver in India silver began to | 
deeline in 1878, and tlactuating in value is now 
worth about cents on the dollar, This ce 
oline is calculated to create an apprehension in 
the public mind that a metal so liable 
to depreciate is not a good measure 
of value.

The silver coins in the countries of Europe 
baving a gold aud silver standard are maine 
tained in domestic circulation side by side wit 
gold coins of a greater intrinsic value, tirst and 
principally: by the [act that they area ful 
ewal tender in the respective countries issuin 
them in the payment of debts and obligations o 
all kinds. Second, by the fact that the stock o! 
such coins has not been increased by coinage 
during the last thirteen years—that is, she 


coinage has been suspended: Third, by the 
fact that most of the large banks of Europe is-

cold or silver coin, and they exercise that 
option largely in the redemption of their notes 
in silver coin, so that the silver coins gravitate 
to the banks and form a reserve forthe papes 
issues.

DIVISION OF TOWNS. 

In the Legislature of 1890 Elihu B. 
Hayes of Lynn introduced the follow- 
ing proposition for an amendment of 
the State constitution and the same was 
referred to the Legislature of 1891: 

“The general court shall have full 
power to erect und constitute new towns 
in this Commonwealth by dividing and 
setting off any portion of the territory 
of any existing town ortowns: provided, 
that no such town or towns shall be 
divided for such purpose unless it be 
with the consent and on the applica- 
tion of a majority of the voters of such 
town present and voting thereon, at a 
meeting duly warned and holden for 
that purpose.” 

This was introduced solely in the in- 
terests of shorter sessions of the Legis- 
lature and diminish the evils of special 
legislation with the question of the di- 
visions of towns specially in view. 

The matter has been presented again 
in the present Legislature before which 
the following resolution is now pend- 
ing: 

‘*No new town shell be incorporated 
by the division of any existing town or 
towns without the consent of a majority 
of the voters thereof. ‘The General 
Court shall prescribe the manner ip 
which such consent shall be deter- 
mined.” 

This ought to pass. 

About the divisions of towns. The 
way the matter now stands Legislatures 
have full power to do as they please 
regardless of the wishes of a majority 
of the inhabitants of the town the 
division of which is sought. ‘This is 
not right. It is not democratic. It is 
in opposition to the theory of our 
government and institutions that the 
majority should rule. 

It ought to be put into the constitu- 
tion of this State that no Legislature 
should have a right to meddle with the 
internal affairs of « town unless asked 
to act by a majority of its voters. 

The above proposed amendment tothe 
constitution is whut is needed to secure 
to the people their municipal rights aud 
protect them uguinst the selfish schemes 
of tax-dodging moneybags and the 
injustice of « faithless or subsidized 
General Court. 

But if the present Legislature should 
so fur forget or iguore precedent as to 
take the preliminary steps towards sub- 
mitting the above constitutional amend- 
ment to the people it would be very 
strange. 


LOOKS SOME LIKE HAILE. 

A week ago there suddenly burst 
forth # seemingly spontaneous call for 
Lieut. Gov. Huile to become the Re- 
publican stundard-bearer in the State 
campaign this year and now his name 
is on every tongue. On account of 
the lurid aspect of the political sky 
last yeur he declined to respond favor- 
able to the general wish of the party 
for him to stand as a candidate, but 
this being Presidential year and there- 
fore a more hopeful one for the Re- 
publicans it is said that ‘*Barkis is 
willin.’”’ 

With Mr. Haile for their Guberna- 
torial candidate the Republicans can 
easily sweep the State next November 
for he is extremely popular and will 
command a full vote of the party. He 
is au able man too and would make an 
ideal Governor.

PUZZLED PHYSICIANS. 


A Patient Who Cannot Swallow Solid 
Food Without the Ald of Water, 


In this city there is a case that has 
for years puzzled the best physicians. 

R. H. Allen has for over thirty 
years been a sufferer froma most 
peculiar trouble, and yet he is today 
in good health. His case is said by 
physicians to be the only one of its 
kind that has ever been known, and 
has by a dozen or more eminent doc- 
tors been pronounced inexplicable 
and incurable

ner; He was visiting friends in the 
country one day, and as if was dur 
ing the season when harvest pears 
are ripe he ate a great many.

On examination this valve was found 
to be entirely closed up, and a probe 
could only be gotten down into the 
stomach by forcing it through the 
obstruction, which was so closed 
up that it would not even allow 
water to pass into the stomach, The 
best possible explanation seemed to 
be that the trouble was due to a 
stricture of the esophagus, but how 
this was brought about is not known. 
The doctors told him that the only 
way he could get his food down 
was to drink water rapidly after his 
meals, 

As a result of this advice Mr, Al- 


len has lived and enjoyed good 
health for thirty years or more. 
There are some hard substances 


which he does not dare to eat, as 
they will not pass into his stomach 
under any circumstances, but by a 
little care in his diet he enjoys good 
health. He eats a good meal and 
then drinks about a pint of some 
liquid very fast, and by sheer will 
power forces the food into his stom 
ach which has accumulated in the 
esophagus. If he did not do this his 
food would remain clogged up in the 
esophagus for days and not enter the 
stomach at all_—New Haven Reg- 
ister.

Excellent Work Of The Repub- 
lican State Convention. 


KEYNOTE OF THE CAMPAIGN 
PLAINLY SOUNDED, 


Who will go to Minneapolis--Legis= 
lation, etc, 


(From Our Special Boston Correspondent,) 


For two days this week the Legislature 
did but little business, On the first, the 
majority were attending the Republican 
Btate Convention; on the second, the ma- 
jority, along with the Governor, were at- 
tending the opening game of base ball, 
The home team won on the ball fleld; and 
the “home” defenders won at the state 
convention, This gathering, by the way, 
was very large, harmonious and enthusi- 
astic. The average age of ita members 
was less than that of the Democratic state 
convention held in the same place a few 


days before, This fact is encouraging to 
Republicans and shows that the Republi- 
can party still has a hold upon the young 
men of theastate. And when one con- 
trasts the splendid platform adopted, 
strong and sound in every plank, with 
that of the Democrats, it is no wonder 
that the intelligent young men of the 
state still prefer to march to battle and to 
victory under the banner of tried patriot- 
ism, sound morality, safe business prin- 
ciples, political honesty, and true Ameri- 
canism, And it is a matter of congratu- 
lation that these forces still hold control 
in the old “Bay State” in spite of all at- 
tempts to undermine and overthrow them, 

Not only was the convention a great

but aggressive and advanced Republican-

Hon, W.C. Lovering 
of Taunton, permament chairman of the 
convention, acquitted himself magnifi- 
cently. All concede that, Of fine per- 
sonal appearance, a voice well adapted to 
public speaking, and an address full of 
solid business truths tersely and forcibly 
pressed, he held the attention of his hear- 
ers most closely except as it was frequent- 
ly broken by app!-use that was most ap- 
preciative and hearty. Mr. Lovering will 

e both a better known man and one who 
is liable to be calied up higher as a conse- 
quence of his presiding at that conven- 
tion. Here is oneof the opening senten- 
ces of his address, and it would not be 
strange if he were taken as a representa- 
tive of the idea before the campaign is 
over :— 

“This is a business man’s campaign, 
and every human being in this country 
engaged in any occupation by which he 
gains an honorable Hyelihood is in this 
sense a business man,’’ And not only 
was there one such sentence, but scores 
and hundreds of them packed in the 
small compass of a 30-minute speech that 
brought out as clearly as a picture on a 
stereopticon slide the peaci ples on which 
the Republican party bases its claim for 
continuance in power and the beneficent 
results that have followed and will fol- 
low the application of those principles, 

The choice of

showed that the party was even more 
harmonious than had been expected, Bx- 
Gov. Ames was a candidate with the dis- 
tinct understanding that he stood for 


those who want a lower tariff on coal and 
iron. And yet he received only 167 votes 
out of a total of almost 1100, Of these 
167, quite a number were given from per- 
sonal friendshipand a pride of locality, 
while another considerable proportion 
represented those whom personal appeals 
had influenced. So that, reduce to 
lowest terms, I doubt if there were more 
than 50 votes cast for him because he 
represented the above idea. He has ac- 
cepted the result as showing that the 
Republicans of the state, as a whole, 
favor the present tariff. He acquiesces in 
the verdict, even though against his own 
desire, and will remain faithful to his 
party in spite of Democratic entreaties 
to join their party of ‘reform,’ Oliver 
Ames may not agree in some particulars 
with his party. But he, as well as many 
others who may criticise it, would a 
thousand times rather trust it, as a 
whole, than the Democrats, 

The four delegates chosen were: Hon. 
W. W. Crapo of New Bedford, ex-Goy. 
Brackett of Arlington, Congressman 
William Cogswell of Salem, and Mr. W. 
Murray Crane of Dalton, They are all 
well-known, tried and true Republicans, 
Eyery one of that party in the state may 
safely trust them to Fopresent the state 
accurately and ably at the convention at 
Minneapolis, which will nominate the 
next president of the United States as 


surely as the day of election comes 
around, The alternates chosen were; 
Mr. M. J. Murray of Fitchburg, Mr. B. 


R. Wilson of Boston, Hon. Howes Norris 
of Cottage City and Hon, H, Torrey Cady 
of North Adams, These are also excel- 
lent selections, So far nas can be learned 
there is only satisfaction, harmony and 
yeace as the result of the convention; no 
salousy, heartburning, enyy, ete., that 
sumetimes results and weakens the party 
at the outset of the campaign, The Re- 
pabiicay party in Massachusetts begins 
he campaign under most favorable aus- 
pices, and the end will be no less suc- 
cessful than the beginning, 


Important Legislation, 


There has been considerable important 
legislation advanced during the past 
week under the gilded dome,even though 
but little of it has reached the final 
stage. 

The Senate has finally agreed with the 
House that the state building aud state 
exhibit at the Wcrld’s fair shall be closed 
on Sunday, Here, as in many other 
cases, the House undoubtedly expresses 
popular sentiment more accurately than 
does the Senate, The former branch is 
also bound to pass a bill in favor of limit- 
ing railroad fures to two cents a mile. 
The Senate will just as surely kill it, the 
main objection urged being that it would 
raise the price of season tickets, 

The great labor contest of the gession 
will probably come over the attempt to 
reduce the hours for women and children 
in factories from 60 to 58 per week, I 
predict that the opponents of reduction 
will bring forward some weighty figures 
in support of their position, ‘The indus- 
trial conditions of the nation are chang- 
dug rapidly, and our manufacturers must

Improved 
machinery and skill give certain advan- 
tages, but cheap power and low freights 
may more than offset them. If our In- 
dustrial centres do not MENel edd all other 
business will be paralyzed; and the logia- 
lators should face thia question calmly, 
fairly, honestly, without regard 
politics, 

The attempt to prevent the sale of 
liquor by grocery stores failed by a tech- 
nical point of order in the House. 

The Democrats threaten that the Govy- 
ernor will veto 
needed insane asylum at Medfield unless 
it ia amended to suit him. The Republl- 
cans say they propose to pass the bill as 
they think best, whether it suite the 
Governor or not; and they are right. 
Under the bill as it stands he can secure 
all he says he wants, 

The House has adopted resolves in favor 
of biennial elections of the state officers 
and of the Legislature, but they will not 
secure the necessary two-thirds yote for 
final passage, The Democrats and labor 
men are solidly opposed to them, 

The House has Vatented the bili to allow 
n political party that gets only 2 per cent 
of the vote to have its candidates put on 
the official list for the following election, 
The present law requires 3 per cent; and 
the Prohibitionists fell below that {imit, 
last year, The Democrats were all for the 
bill, naturally wanting to help out their 

olitical allies by whose aid they secured 

he Governor and several senators and 
representatives, this year. With some 
half dozen exceptions the Republicans 
opposed it. 

Minor Bits of Gossip, 


The nominating speeches at the state 
convention were models of their kind. 

The impression seems to be growing 
that Lieut. Gov, Haile will head the Re- 
publican ticket this fall. 

Some think that Chairman Lovering of 
the state convention would make a good 
second. 

The Democrats are not so anxious to 
spring tariff debates as they were before 
the Rhode Island election. 

A careful reader of the legislative pro- 
ceedings will notice that what is com- 
monly regarded as wise legisiation is 
most generally supported by the Repub- 
licans, 

The chief support for what are con- 
ceded to be impracticable measures, de- 
signed especially to catch votes, seems to 
come from the Democrats. 

Neither side is always in the right, and 
history soon shows it. But the weight 
of argument as shown by history has 
been on the side of the Republicans, who 
aim to advance just as fast as the greatest 
good of the greatest number will war- 
rant.

Another Southern genator, 
one of the foremost Democratic leaders, 
is quoted thus by “Webb,” our corres- 
pondent at Washington: 

“We have made the issue on the tariff 
in Rhode Island and we have lost. We

the everlasting hills, if we go into the 
campaign this fall with Cleveland, the la- 
boring men of the country will give us an 
overwhelming defeat, as they did four 
years xgo, and as they did on Wednesday 
in Rhode Island,” 

These sagacious Democratic chieftains 
see the handwriting on the wall. They 
realize that their own safety is in the 
prompt abandonment of the issue and 
the candidate which have alroady been 
repudiated by the people. 


A BHINING CONTRAST 


Between New York Democrats and Rhode 
Island Republicans, 
(From the New York Press.) 


An episode of the Rhode Island election 
in in striking contrast with events of 
last winter in New York. In the town of 
Lincoln, with 20,000 inhabitants, there 
are six legislative districts, which the 
Democrats expected to carry, They car- 
ried them some years ago, but lost con- 
trol by an attempt to hold possession of 
the local government through tissue bal- 
lot frauds and other base methods, The 
Republicans defeated them in one con- 
test in the courts, and the Legislature 
passed a special act with reference to the 
exercise of the ballot in the town, which 
prevented further frauds. Under the 
new Australian Ballot law the Hst of 
Democratic candidates for the Legisla- 
ture in the six districts of Lincoln was 
invalidated by technical errors. The Re- 
publican and other candidates were all 
properly enrolled, The only way in 
which the Democratic candidates could 
be placed in a position where they could 
be voted upon was for the Legislature to 
abs an enabling act to that effect, This 
i what was done by the Republican Leg- 
isnlature of the State. It is significant 
that, although Lincoln went Democratic 
by 226 plurality last year, it went Repub- 
lican by over 400 this year, and all six of 
the members of the Legislature from the 
town are Republicans,

TRAIN WRECKING FOR FUN. 


B.mple Cape Breton Boys Try an Experts 
ment with Remarkahle Resulta, 

Of lato faraway Cape Breton is- 
land, with its quaint manners and 
customs and the simplicity of its 
habitant, has attracted much atten- 
tion among the people of the states. 
Vhis is largely due to the fact that 
the continuation of the Intercolonial 
railroad across the island has made it 
accessible, and it is now visited an- 
nually by people. 

As might well be imagined the first 
train of cars that ran on the island 
attracted great attention. The Gaelic 
people collected from miles around 
and waited for hours to see the puf- 
fing, screaming engine and the cars 
pass on their way either to Sydney 
or down to the Gut of Canso, Some 
of them upon hearing the whistle 
blow would scamper away like 
frightened animals, 

The trains had not been long in op- 
eration before two young brothers, 
aged twelve and sixteen ycars re- 
spectively, conceived the brilliant 
idea of removing a rail or two. They 
did this in pure simplicity and with- 
out any appreciation of the heinous- 
ness of the crime, It was merely an 
experiment upon their part; they 
wanted to see if the train would not 
run as well on the naked ties as on 
the rails, The result of their investi- 
gation was as might be expected. A 
train came along, left the track and 
fell into a ditch. Fortunately it was 
a freight train and no one was killed, 
but the damage was considerable. 
The two lads were easily captured. 
In fact, they made no attempt at es- 
cape, and had remained seated near 
the scene of the disaster, which they 
had witnessed gleefully. 

In due course of time their trial 
came on, and they were found guilty 
of train wrecking. The judge sen- 
tenced the older lad to ten and the 
younger to six years in the peniten- 
tiary. The older burst into tears, 
and the engineer of tle wrecked 
train, who had had a narrow escape 
of his life, turned to him and said: 

“Well, you see train wrecking isn’t 
such fun after all, Ten years in the 
penitentiary is a rather serious mat- 
ter. Don't you think so?” 

The lad turned to him and between 
his sobs remarked: ‘' "Tain’t the ten 
years I mind, but here’s the haying 
season coming on, What’'ll the neigh- 
bors do without brother and me to 
get their hay in? Couldn't you ask 
the judge to leave us out during the 
harvest seasons! We don't mind go- 
ing to jail in the winter time.” 

The boys were both so innocent 
and it was so evident that they in- 
tended no harm, that after serving a 
few months only they were par- 
doned.—New York Herald. 


Symbolical Marriages. 


Dr. A. H. Post, the well known an 
thropologist, describing various mar- 
riage customs, refers to a strange 
sort of symbolical marriage which is 
supposed to have originated in In- 
dia. It is amarriage with trees, 
plants, animals or inanimate objects. 
If any one proposes to enter upon a 
union which is not in accordance 
with traditional ideas, it is believed 
that the ill luck which is sure to fol- 
low may be averted by a marriage 
of this kind, the evil consequences 
being borne by the object chosen, 
In various regions a girl must not 
marry before her elder sisters, but in 
some parts of southern India the 
difficulty is overcome by the eldest 
daughter marrying the branch of a 
tree. Then the wedding of the sec- 
ond daughter may safely be cele 
brated, Dr, Post gives severa! other 
instances, which are likely to be new 
to many students of anthropology.

OUR POSITION. 

Communications in last week's issue 
of the JourNAL concerning the Mayor's 
course on the applications for liquor 
licensea created considerable commotion 
in this city and naturally produced 
some heart-burning, ‘They were uc- 
cepted for publication on the ground of 
their respectable origin. 

One of the communications, ‘*Wo- 
burn Historic Pen,” was, we have every 
reason to believe, not only entirely de- 
void of truth, but that there was not a 
particle of foundation for the story to 
rest on except idle rumor. Its reflee- 
tions on Mayor Thompson were  with- 
out excuse and flagrantly unjust, al- 
though it is doubtless true that the 
writer believed his informer told the 
truth. 

Mayor Thompson assured a repre- 
sentative of the JOURNAL last Wednes- 
day that the story of the ‘*Pen” was 
absolutely fulse and groundless in every 
particular, and the representative ac- 
cepted his word without question. 

The communication of ‘Temperance 
Republican” was made up of opinions 
und convictions, respectfully expressed, 
on the Mayor’s course, and with these 
it is not within our province to deal. 
We do not understand that Muyor 
Thompson’s friends attach much im- 
portance to the letter, or are particu- 
larly grieved over its publication, al- 
though insisting that it was uncalled 
for. 

Our position in relation to the 
Mayor’s course, und the reasons for it, 
was briefly stated in a JourNAL edi- 
torial published on April 20, lust. 

We stand right there now. We be- 
lieve in the personal and official integ- 
rity of Mayor Thompson.

After he lad mastered the business he 
struck out for himself, and in the early part 


of 1891 went to work at his trade in New 
York. [t was there that he contracted 
malarial fever, which was probably the 


direct cnuse of his death. This was partly 
due to the fact that the shop in which he 
worked was unhenlthily located and partly 
because asa Consistent total abstainer he 
would not drink New York beer and could 
not, without injury, drink New York water. 

He was taken sick ere he had been there 
aweek. He suffered fora fortnightin hope 
of recovery and then came home—to die. 
For 14 months he waged a vigorous battle, 
with never a murmur at his affliction, and 
only succeeded when life had lost its charm 
and death appeared to be a blessing. 

His funeral took place from his late resi- 
dence on Monday morning. A large number 
of relatives and friends escorted his remains 
to St. Charles church, and from there to 
Calvary Cemetery, East Woburn, the place 
of interment. 

Schmit’s requiem masa was sung by the 
choir, assisted by Mrs. Dr. McQueeney of 
Boston, with Miss Annie L. Murphy at the 
organ, and mass was celebrated by Rev. Fr.

JOLLY WAYS OF A “TACITURN" RACE,

A very long time ago, possibly as 
far back as the days of that contuma- 
cious old prevaricator, Sir John 
Mandeville, there got into literature 
and the minds of men a certain fixed 
definite idea that the Germans were 
a slow, taciturn, phlegmatic race, 
with no particular sense of humor 
and fond of nothing but beer, intri- 
jate music and silence. It is wonder- 
ful how a misconception like that 
will cling when it once gets fairly 
implanted. Every person who has 
ever been in Germany or among the 
Germans in this country knows this 
notion to be a national slander, and 
still I suppose it is as widely spread 
and generally believed as ever, 

The Germans a taciturn race, eh? 
Go into one of their cafes on the east 
side some night and see, The babel 
of voices that arises is almost deafen- 
ing. Everybody is talking, everybody 
is laughing. There is more genuine 
mirth and merriment than in any 
Parisian cafe chantant. Phlegmatic,, 
eh? They get more fun and jollity 
in a night than most of the rest of us 
doin a week, Why, the Germans 
are the most sociable, talkative, life 
enjoying, gregarious, companionable 
and altogether happy lot of people in 
the metropolis. 

There is scarcely a German resi- 
dent of New York, who is of normal 
temperament and any degree of pros- 
perity, who doesn’t belong to at least 
one organization of a jolly sort. It 
will be odd if he doesn’t belong to at 
least three or four. In the winter 
season these clubs make the German 
quarters merry with nightly meet- 
ings, dances and dinners. Second 
avenue is the center of German 
amusement. Drop over there some 
night if you want to see the phleg- 
matic race raising old Ned. 

The social club is the yreat medium 
of German social enjoyment, and J] 
suppose there must be 2,000 or 3,000 
such clubs in New York city. Most 
of them are never heard of, because 
they meet at members’ houses or in 
quiet cafes. Sometimes they have 
the queerest names. There is one 
called the ‘‘Lootsenverein” or Pilot 
association, the members of which 
are pledged to pilot one another 
home after meetings. There is the 
“Die Wasservogel” or Water Birds, 
80 called because its members never 
touch water. There is the “Benk- 
erotteur” clubor Bunkrupts, of which 
the members, it is hardly necessary 
to say, are not at all penniless. There 
are the ‘‘Suppenknocken” or '‘Sam- 
phones,” the ‘‘Rappelkopp” or Crook- 
ed Heads, the ‘‘Ochsenfrosche” or 
Bullfrogs, the *‘Verein der Chronisch 
Unzufueden” or Company of Chronic 
Malcontents, the ‘‘Kahlkopf Garde” 
or Baldheaded Guard, and so on. 

A very well known dramatic club 
is called Pomuchellskopp, from a 
character in Fitz Reuter'’s ‘‘Uncle 
Brasig.”’ One singing society is called 
The Blue Onion, another The Turnip 
and a third the Paragraph L. 

At the meetings of these clubs 
there is always singing, something 
to eat and drink, very likely dancing 
and always the utmost good feeling. 
Some of them have very amusing 
performances. Their membership 
ranges from 10 to 300 each, and 
altogether they must have 30,000 on 
the rolls. —New York Herald. 


Mice That Giddily Spin, 

At a meeting of the Zoological so- 
ciety Mr. Sclater exhibited some cu- 
rious black and white mice recently 
added to the society’s collection of 
living animals. These creatures are 
the product of Japanese ingenuity, 
and show several curious character- 
istics.

ABOUT THE SHUT-DOWN. 

What the proposed move for the eur- 
tailment of the leather output of the 
country will amount to cannot yet be 
foretold with any degree of accuracy. 
We are informed that the matter moves 
slowly. 

So fur, tanners and curriers have 
shown so much reluctance that the idea 
of a shut-down of all the establishments 
in the country for 60 days has been 
virtually abandoned, and a 50-percent 
reduction of product for 4 months is 
recommended in lieu thereof by the 
committee. 

The project of a general suspension 
of business by the tanners and curriers 
originated at a large meeting of the 
Leather Makers Association held in 
Boston last week. It was there claimed 
that owing to an overstocked market 
and the oppressive prices of hides there 
has been no money in the manufacture 
of leather for several years last past, 
and a change of a remedial character 
had become imperative. ‘The leather 
men say that an overabundance of 
leather in the market gives the shoe 
manufacturers « great advantage in the 
purchase of their stocks which they 
ure not slow to avail themselves of; 
while, at the same time, so long as the 
tunneries keep on running the hide 
dealers have things all their own way, 
and thus between the upper and nether 
millstone they are ground to powder. 

The remedy proposed by the meeting 


for this condition of things was «a 
2-months total shut-down of all the 


the tanneries in the country, or a 50- 
percent reduction of the output for that 
or a longer period. 

A committee were appointed by the 
meeting to curry the plan into execu- 
tion if possible of which James Skin- 
ner, Ksq., of this city was chosen a 
member, He is now active in the 
discharge of the duties attached to the 
position. 

Mr. Skinner was an original advo- 
cate of the shut-down policy and earn- 
estly recommended the same to the 
favorable consideration of the tanners 
and curriers of this city. He believed 
that in the end it would be the best 
thing that ever happened to Woburn. 
There are others who entertain a like 
view. ; 

But there are Woburn tanners who 
take an.entirely different view of the 
matter, and will sign no agreement 
either to close entirely or curtail their 
product. Freeman A. Loring, one of 
the largest operators in this part of the 
State; Mr. Julius F. Ramsdell; the 
Shaw Co.; Stephen Dow & Co,—uall 
heavy manufacturers—have, so it is 
generally understood, signified their 
opposition to the scheme. 

One of the difficulties which the 
newspaper man has to contend with 
in his efforts to glean reliable informa- 
tion respecting the situation is found 
in the inability of the manufacturers to 
impart it. ‘The move seems to be in a 
somewhat chaotic state, and it is pro- 
bable that the managers and commit- 
teemen are no wiser than the rest 
us as to its outcome. 

Outside of the manufacturers the 
general impression in this city seems 
to be that there will be no serious 
interruption in the leather business 
here this seasou. Possibly the wish is 
father of the thought, but as yet not 
much alarm hus been expressed con- 
cerning the proposed shut-down, some 
newspaper reports to the contrary oot- 
withstanding. 

This much the readers of the Jour- 
NAL may be assured of: at the present 
hour nothing of a definite character is 
known concerning this movement, ex- 
cept that the Boston meeting resolved 
in favor of a total shut-down of fac- 
tories for GO days or a curtuilment of 
product, if 75 percent of the manufac- 
turers east of Chicago would consent; 
that a committee were chosen to carry 
out the sentiment of the meeting ; and 
that they are now at work seeing what 
can be done about it, 

That is the extent of anybody's 
knowledge on the subject, and all that 
anybody can say. But the JourNaL 
will try to keep its readers posted us

Pecullarly Unfortunate. 

It is peculiarly unfortunate that this 
shut-down of the Woburn tanneries 
should come upon that city just as she 
is preparing to, and, in fact, has voted 
to, spend $7500 on celebrating the 
250th anniversary. Putting the busi- 
ness view of it to one side «ltogether, 
the outlook is not bright for the city. 
After a 60 day shut down, an im- 
mediute full resumption of business 
cannot be hoped for until the end of 
another month. We hope the next 
chapter of the story will not be a great 
Tush to the poor authorities of the 
town. One way to prevent it might be 
starting up the work on the motropoli- 
tan sewer out there. Why is this not 
feasible ?—Boston Record, 

John W. Johnson, Esq., of the 
Woburn Sewerage Commission, has 
expluined to a newspaper reporter very 
clearly why it is not feasible to start up 
work on the Metropolitan sewer. His 
words prove thut he has a clear and 
businesslike conception of the situation. 

Mr. Johnson said he had thought all 
along that it was not policy for the city 
to construct any part of the sewer until 
it was needed, a3 a large interest ae- 
count would commence with the work. 

He suid there was no possibility of 
the main sewer constructed und ready 
for use before August, 189+. 

‘}What,” said he, ‘would be the use 
of Woburn building her portion and 
having it lie idle until the big one was 
ready for use?” 

Another thing Mr, Johnson sugges- 
ted was that an unused sewer would be 
liable to deteriorate, 

An important matter was how the 
sewer should be built. 

He suggested, when the Commission 
reached that period, to propose several 
bids—one, for a contract without re- 
gard to the Inbor employed ; another for 
a contract stipulating the employment 
of Woburn men, and still another 
based on day labor. 

He suid that even if it was decided 
to build the works it would be some 
months before any work could be done,

Sound Doctrine, 
At the General Conference of the 


Methodist Episcopal church recently

As fur as the morality of the question 
was concerned, he would rather have 
young people go to the theatre—a good 
one—or to play cards under proper 
restrictions, than to daace. It was, 
certainly, a matter for personal de- 
cision.” 

Exceedingly Bad Taste. 

It is exceedingly bud taste for jurors 
to talk about the verdicts which they 
have rendered, but it may prove w good 
thing for Trefethen that the jurors who 
convicted him had go little sense of the 
proprieties of the occasion, In their 
talking they have appareotly laid the 
foundation for a new trial, for they 
have shown that they were influence 
by things which the law says shall vot 
affect them.—Cambridge Chronicle,

A Reply. 
Woburn, Mass., May 16, 1892. 

Mr. Eprror: In your issue of May 6, 
1892, a **Temperance Republican” makes a 
bitter personal attack on Mayor Thompson 
and rather severely criticises his official 
action in the matter of signing liquor 
licenses; through your columns, [ desire 
to reply to Mr. **femperance Republican” 
from the standpoint of one who is conserva- 
tlve in opinion and Republican in politics. 

In the municipal election held Dee. 1, 
1891, the vote in favor of license was 1822, 
the vote against license, 775, a majority of 
547 citizens favoring the granting of licenses 
and the sale of liquors, therefore by the 
ballot, the recorded expression of the will 
of the people, the sale of liquor was 
legalized fur one year, The same day a 
majority of the citizens of Woburn chose 
Hon Edward E,. Thompson their Chief 
Executive Officer, to act for them, to carry 
out their will, to represent and obey them 
in any matter of public policy which had 
received their properly expressed approval, 
How was the Mayor to officially understand 
the will of the people other than by its ex- 
pression in the ballot?) The will of the 
majority should be respected; to obstruct 
that will would be foolish and treasonable 
to the best interests of the community; 
therefore the action of the Mayor in signing 
the liquor licenses can not possibly be con- 
sidered in a personal but wholly in an 
official sense, simply an official recognition 
of the legally expressed will of the people; 
and to many people,conservative in opinion, 
yet forming a part of the body politic, there 
appeared nothing strange in the fact that 
the Mayor exercised the function of an 
Executive in signing liquor licenses after 
the same had been granted by the Board of 
Aldermen in accordance with the law made 
and provided. Further, the sale of liquor 
having been legalized in this city by the 
vote of its citizens, the relations existing 
between the City Government and the liquor 
dealers must of necessity be conducted on 
a basis of fairness and with the considera- 
tion that the liquor dealers form a part of 
our business community; therefore in 
deference to the action of the Board of 
Aldermen and in obedience to the will of 
the people the Chief Executive can only 
regard thix question in its political and legal 
aspect, and the Mayor pursued the only 
honorable course and simply performed his 
bounden duty in recognizing the will of the 
majority. 

“Temperance Republican” seems to think 
that if the Mayor, acting the part of an 
official highwayman, had refused to recog: 
nize the rights of the people as expressed 
by the majority; had refused to respect 
their power to govern; and had rather 
listened to the promptings of a small 
minority by refusing to sign liquor licenses 
and thereby perverting the will of the 
people, his action would have been com- 
mendable. Had the Mayor withheld his 
signature, the liquor business would have 
been carried on undera fourth classe license ; 
beer drinking in our public streets would 
have become the custom; and our Mayor 
would have been responsible for the dis- 
wracefal scenes which might occur us a 
result of refusing to sign licenses of the 
first class, 

And now one last word with ‘Temper- 
ance Republican” in regard to the honesty 
of purpose of some of the leaders of the 
radical temperance element of the Re- 
publican party (no personal allusion in- 
tended); there are men connected with this 
radical element, who in 
political ascendency, have entered {nto 
political trades with liquor dealers; have 
formed with these liquor dealers an uuholy 
alliance by offering protection in the open 
violation of the law in return for political 
support. This is ancient political history, 
but nevertheless true every word. ‘These 
are some of the methods employed by some 
of the leaders in the radical temperance 
wing of the Republican party, done simply 
as a matter of political expediency, and I 
cau assure you, Mr, ‘Temperance Republi- 
can,” that at times it has been a queerly 
assorted nest which has assembled for pro- 
tection under the broad wings of Radical 
Temperance. Some months ago a reputable 
journal, Zhe Woburn Daily City Press, in 
startling headlines, called attention to the 
fact that liquor was being sold by a certain 
prominent liquor dealer on Main atreet 
without a license and in open aod direct 
violation of the law; in fact, the entirely 
trustworthy editor stated that he had 
purchased liquor by the glass over the bar 
in this unlicensed place, 

Here was a bona fide vase of violation of 
the liquor law. Where was the radical 
temperance man at this time? Did one 
utter @ protest or raise a ery of alarm? 
No, notone. Why, even the great apostle 
of temperance fuiled to take notice of the 
fact in this particular case; he failed to 
preach a sermon and point a moral; they 
were all as if struck blind. Where was 
this noble band of men thatthey allowed 
the public conscience to be outraged with- 
out a murmur? They were playing the 
Vharigee, and had adopted the policy which 
promises all things to all men.

Mrs. Kate Tryon of Cambridge gave an 
interesting lecture, **Days with the Birds,” 
before the Woburn Woman's Club on the 
afternoon of May sixth. The birds de- 
scribed are all, at some season of the year, 
to be found in New England, and nearly all 
of them are visitors in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton. The notes and plumage of many of 
them are more or less familiar to those 
persons who spend the summer near city 
parks or in country places; but only a few 
like Mrs. Tryon, have made a careful study 
of these little feathered creatures and know 
their names, natures and habits. 

The lecturer said that her 
“know something’ of birds was first 
awakened about two years ago and her 
enthusiasm for this subject having been 
aroused, she felt inspired to continue a 
study which has proved so fascinating. In 
addition to the lecturer's own descriptions, 
which were apt and realistic, and her pleas- 
ing rendering of the various bird-notes, 
there were faithful studies of each bird— 
sketched in water color by herself—which 
Were seen to advantage as they were placed 
in succession on an easel. From these life- 
like bird portraits the lecture was as enjoy- 
able as the perusal of a costly illustrated 
book—an edition de Luze on Ornithology. 
Among these bird sketches there were 
many familiar forms; and some less well- 
known were as follows: ‘The Ruby-crested 
Kinglet, the various Song Sparrows, the 
Purple Finch, or Linnet, the Pigeon Wood- 
pecker (a fellow with thirty-six names), 
the Yellow-throated Greenlets or Vireos, 
the Tyrant King Bird (that typical fly- 
catcher that chases the hawks and crows), 
the Bobolink, who revels in fields of long 
grass, and daisies and buttercups; the Red- 
start and the other common warblers, the 
Thrushes, the Scarlet Tanager, who haunts 
Middlesex Fells, and the vicinity of Spot 
Pond; the Cedar Bird, the Goldfinch, and 
others if more common, yet interesting. 

Mrs. Tryon quoted from John Burroughs 
“Wake Robin,” Emerson's ‘May Day,” 
Lowell’s **My Garden Acquaintance,” and 
also from the writings of William Hamilton 
Gibson and of Emily Dickenson. She also 
gave a recital of the poem the O’Lincoln 
Family” by Wilson Flagg. 

In relation to the King-Bird, Mrs. Tryon 
told an amusing story from Dr. Abbott's 
“Upland and Meadow:" Among the trees 
outside the window of Dr. Abbott's study 
there lived many birds who would have 
been peaceful and desirable neighbors had 
not a King-Bird come amongst them to stir 
dissension. He chased and teased, and 
scolded the other inhabitants of the trees, 
until both the birds and the doctor were 
harassed beyond endurance. The doctor 
tried means of ridding himself of this 
troublesome neighbor to no purpose; finally, 
he thought he could teach the bird « lesson. 
Knowing his propensity and delight in 
chasing birds of other degree, the doctor 
bought a large and imposing Chinese kite 
in the form of a bird in red and white; this 
he flew into the air in sight of the King- 
Bird who no sooner saw it than he went for 
it with a whiz! and a plunge, and went 
through it with such speed that he never 
looked behind him, but kept on going until 
oucof sight and the bird colony was quiet 
that night. It was late the next afternoon 
when the King-Bird returned, humble and 
penitent a ‘wiser and « sadder” bird, and 
for the rest of the season a model of good 
behavior to all the litthe birds. 

Two appropriate songs added pleasure to 
the afternoon—one entitled “Ye Merry 
Birds’—was given by Miss Sarah Ellard; 
and the other, **Phe Nightingale,” by Mrs, 
Sarah C. Phinney.—G. M. i.

Edible Pong. 


Attention is called in a London 
medical journal to the fact that, 


though there is liability to deception 
of a somewhat dangerous kind in 
using the ordinary forms of edible 
fungi exhibited in the market, the 
number of such fungi as are safe to 
indulge in is really greater than is 
commonly understood, It is neces 
sary, however, to be informed of the 
qualities which distinguish the edible 
from the poisonous varieties, these 
being as follows: 

A high color, a scaly ov spotted 
surface and tough or watery flesh 
are usually associated with poison 
ous properties, while the edible spe 
cies are seldom highly colored, scaly 
or spotted, but usually white or 
brownish, and brittle on fracture 
the former, moreover, growing clus 
tered on wet or shady ground, the 
latter singly in dry pastures; then, 
too, fungi which have a bitter or 
styptic taste, or which burn the fau 
ces, as well as those which yield a 
pungent milk, those of livid color, 
and such as assume yarious hues on 
bruising, are to be avoided. 

Another point to be borne in mind 
is that all plants of this kind read- 
ily undergo decomposition, and are 
therefore to be eaten as fresh as pos- 
sible.

On one of the outside pages of this 
issue of the JOURNAL is printed au 
editorial from the columns of the Bos- 
ton Zraveller which we commend to 
the prayerful consideration of people 
friendly to the temperance cause. 

We agree with the Traveller that 
high license isan abomination. It is 
& much more dangerous enemy to deal 
with than low license, to which declur- 
ation the Traveller probably would not 
subscribe, ‘That paper would have 
absolute prohibition or nothing. ‘The 
JOURNAL too pleads for prohibition, 
but if it can’t have that itis ready to 
to accept the next best thing, which is 
not high license by any means, 

High license manufactures drunk- 
ards. This is shown by the increased 
number of arrests for drunkenness in 
the places where it obtains. ‘The 
records of the Police Courts prove it 
beyond dispute. Rumsellers aud rum 
sympathizers suy the ‘drunk law” is 
to blame for the increase of arrests for 
drunkenness. ‘This is utterly untrue— 
high license is at the bottom of and 
solely responsible for it. 

High license gives wealthy men a 
monopoly of the business. It enables 
those who have money to get the licen- 
ses and legally prosecute the business 
of filling up our almshouses and juils. 
A monopoly in this traffic is as objec- 
tionable as in any other. The saloon 
men vote for high license every time— 
it suits them; it centres the trade in a 
few hands, and big profits purchase 
their approval, 

Under high license the rum_ kills 
quicker than under the old order of 
things. No more ‘'40-rod whiskey” 
cun be found in the market—it now 
brings down the game at half that dis- 
tance. In un interview with a repor- 
ter of a Boston puper lately some of 
the Woburn rumsellers honestly con- 
fessed that under high license the 
quality of their goods” had greatly 
deteriorated. ‘They are really about 
as deadly us ratsbane. ‘Their vileness 
has had much to do in increasing the 
arrests for drunkenness, for which some 
short-sighted people try to make the 
excellent and human ‘drunk Jaw” 
responsible. 

We hope the Traveller will keep 
right on fighting high license until our 
stutute books ure free from this obnox- 
ious feature of the miserable business. 


“THE DAY BILL.” 

This bill, which provides that first, 
second and third class licenses shall not 
sell spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
except to those who come to their places 
for food, passed the House last Friday 
and is now belore the Senate. 

Last year the sume measure went 
through the House but was defeated in 
the Senate. Republican Senators 
should see to it that it does not meet 
the sume fate in that body this season. 

Commenting on the matter the Arl- 
ington Advocate suys: 

“The Republican party stands 
pledged to the great mass of its con- 
stituency to wipe out the disgraceful 
action of last year under which the 
sitloon evil has flourished in places 
voting for license as never before, and 
this year their majority in the Senate 
is strong enough to pass any measure 
they please. It is the duty of the press 
and leading citizens all over the State 
who believe that Republican supremacy 
is for the best interest of the State, to 
hold these Senators to duty in the 
matter of redeeming their pledges. 
There is little hope that Gov. Russell 
will sign the bill, should it pass the 
Senate; but it is of no consequence 
what his action is to be to those who 
demand that Republican Senators re- 
deem the promises so often made in 
their party platforms that the party is 
the defender of our homes and not the 
champions of the saloon interests. 

“Tf the Senate shall repeat its action 
of last year in this matter, defeat at the 
polls next November will be invited, 
no matter who may be candidate and in 
spite of the added interest coming with 
# presidential campaign.” 


REPUBLICAN NATIONAL CON- 
VENTION, 

A lot of badly disgruntled leaders of 
the Republican party are doing all that 
lies in their power to turn the Minne- 
apolis convention into a bear-fight. 

Clarkson, Platt, Fassett and other 
sore-headed enemies of President Har- 
rison are plotting for his defeat using 
Blaine, who everybody believes is phy- 
sically and mentully too weak to under- 
take the job, to carry out this scheme ; 
but they will probably slip up in their 
calculations. 

The convention will be held in about 
two weeks from now.

3 and 
Mrs. Frances K. Harlow, wife of 
John M. Harlow, M. D., of this city, 
were elected members of the Board of 
‘Trustees, and that too without any 
serious shock to Abbott's hitherto well 
preserved conservatism. Both of these 
ladies have been teachers in the 
Academy ; they are learned and pol- 
ished; imbued with the educational 
ideas of the times; and will no doubt 
prove valuable acquisitions to the 
Board.

Board of Health Regulations, 
Issued April, 1892. 


Extracts from the Public 

Chapter 80, 

“The Board of Health shall make such regula- 
tions vs it judges necessary for the public health 
and safety. Whoever violates any such regulations 
shall forfeit a sum not execeding one hundred 
dollars,” 

In compliance with the foregoing 
vision, the Board of Health of 
the following regulations ;— 

Ra. 1, All putrid or decaying vegetable or 
animal matter must be removed forthwith from all 
vaults, privies, cellars and out-houses, and either 
buried or disposed at least ten rods from any high- 
way, dwelling-house or public building in this city, 
and covered wit ry eurth, 

Rea. 2. The contents of all privy vaults and the 
cess-pools in the thickly populated districts of this 
city shall be removed during the hight time, viz 
between the hours of ten o'clock Pp. M., und four 
o'clock A. M., snd all persons so removing night-soil 
or refuse of any kind which emits an offensive odor 
must have their carts tight to prevent leakuge, and 
effectually covered, aud not stopped more than five 
minutes on any street within ten rods of any dwell- 
ing-house, except for loading and unloading; and 
ho person shall empty any cess-pool or closet, with+ 
out the consent of the Bourd of Health. 

Rea. 3. No privy vaults shall be opened exce 
for purposes of d 
Bourd of Health, 

Rea. 4. Cess-pools and privy-vaulls shall be 
emptied and cleansed at least once a yeur, and at 
such other times as may be necessary to prevent 
them from becoming offensive, or whenever the 
Board of Health may require. If the occupant 
neglects to empty and cleanse any vault or cess-poo) 
within forty-eight hours after notice to do so, the 
Bourd of Health will have the same emptied and 
cleansed at the expense of the owner or occnpiunt of 
the estate, 

Rea. 5. Privy vaults shail not be used as cess- 
vools, or receive drainage from the premises where 
ocated, and all waste. pipes from sinks, bowls, und 
bath tubs must be trapped, and ventilated, and all 

drains entering cess pools must be water tight. 

Rea. 6. The owners or occupants of houses and 
tenements are required to keep clean all vaults and 

cess-pools connected or pertaining to their premises, 
and every owner or occupant is required to make 
and maintain suitable drains, vaults, and cess-pools, 

Reo. 7. No person shall convey, or cause to be 
conveyed through any street in this town, any night- 
soil, sluughter-house offal or blood, except ina 
vehicle effectually covered und watertight. 

Rea. 8, No sink or sewer drain, or water closet, 
shall empty into any street gutter, or upon the 
Hu of any sidewalk, street, alley or lane in this 
city. 

Rta. 9. All brooks, open drains and sluiceways 
shall be kept free from such obstructions us in the 
opinion of the Board may endanger the publie 
health and upon notice from the Board of Health, 
the owner or occupant shall remove such within the 
time allowed by said Board, 

Rr. 10, No person shall suffer any waste or 
stagnant water to remain in any cellar or on any 
lot of land, or vacant ground owned or occupied by 
him, so as to become a nuisance, or offensive, o1 
dangerous to the public health, 

Reo. 11, All tanneries, wlue factories, or other 
manufactories from which arise an offensive odor, 
must be kept clean, and that covered receptacles be 
provided by the proprietors for the deposits of filth 
that flow from theim. 

Rea. 12, All slaughter-houses must be kept 
clean, and all the offal therein be removed daily. 

Kira. 18. No fish, garbage, house or store offal, 
r or brine, containing blood, refuse avimal or 
’ able matter, shall be thrown upon or into any 
street, lane, yard or gutter and ull persons are 
hereby notified to desist from such practices, and 
ordered to deposit the same in tight vessels having 
4 tight-fitting cover, and, if not properly buried on 
the premises, the same shall be removed as often as 
once in every forty-cight hours, at least ten rods 
fon any house or highway and covered with day 
earth, , 

Rea, 14. No owner or occupant of any dwelling. 
house in the city of Woburn, shall keep, or permit 
to be kept, any fowl, swine, gouts, or other animals, 
in any room or cellar of suid building. 

Rea, 15, No swine shall be kept within the 
limits of this city without the license of the Board 

of Health, and if a license for the keeping thereof 
is granted, such animals shall be kept only in such 
place and manner as said Board shall direct. (City 
Ordinance.) 

Reo. 16, The Board will order the removal of 
all swine, goats or other animals where their 
presence appears to be prejudicial to the public 
health and comfort, 

Kea. 17, No person shall collect swill or house 
offulin any street without a license from the Board 
of Health, and no person acting under such license 
shall allow any vehicle used for collecting or con- 
veying such material, to be drawn over or stand 
upon any sidewalk. 

Rea. 18, No animal affected with an infections 
or contagious disease shall be brought within the 
limnits of the town. 

Rea. 1% No diseased animal or its flesh, shall be 
sold or offered for sale, and no decayed or diseased, 
or unwholesome meat, fish, vegetable or fy nit, or 
other article of food shall be sold or offered for sale, 
and the Board of Health may cause the seizure and 
destruction of wll such diseased or unwholesome 
animal, fish, fruit or vegetable matter, so sold or 
offered for sale, 

20. All children must be vaccinated before 
public schools in this town. 

Seo. 21. “Whena physician knows that a person 
whom he is called to visit is infected with small-pox, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever or any other disease danger. 
ous tothe public health, he slu!l immediately tive 
notice thereof to the Board of Health of the cily; 
and if he refuses or neglects to give such notice he 
shall forfeit for each offense not less than fifty nor 
wore than two hundred dollars.’ Public Statute. 

Rea, 22, When any physician is called to attend 
upon & person in this city sick with smallpox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria or other contagious disease 
dangerous tothe public health, the suid physician 
shull immedialely give notice thereef to the Bourd 
of Health. Said notice shall contain the name of 
the person sick, the name of the disease, the name 
of the householder, and the street and wumber at 
which the sick person resides, and all physicians are 
requested to imimediately report fatal termination, 

of sick person. 
3. Any householder, in whose family any 
case of contigious disease occurs, shall immediately 
give notice to the Board of Health, and use all 
reasonable measures to prevent infection of others. 

Rea, 24. At the direction of the Board a tlag ox 
placard may be displayed in a conspicuous place ou 

any house in which there is a cause of sinull-pox, 
diptheria, scarlet fever, or other disease which, in 
the opinion of the Board, may endanger the public 
health. No person shall remove or in any way 
meddle with suid flag or placard without permission 
from the Board of Health. 

Rea, 25, The attention of undertakers is oalled 
to the following extract of the Public Statutes :— 
“No undertaker, sexton, or other person shall bury 
in 4 city or Lown, or remove therefrom, the body of 
u deceased person, until he lias secured a permit so 
to do from the Board of Health, or its duly uppoluted 
agent.”—Chap, 800, Sec. ¥. 

Kea, 26, The body of a person who hus died of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, smallpox, or any other 
disease that, inthe opinion of the Board, muy en- 
danger the public health, shall not be conveyed 
through the streets in any upholstered vehicle, 

Rea, 27. No person, except the immediate mem 
bers of the family, and the persons necessarily con 
cerned inthe burial, shall enter a house where there 
is lying the body of a person who has died of diph- 
therla, searlet fever, or small pox. 

Rea, 28, The body of any person dying, who has 
previously and within tweuty-four days from the 
date of death been reported by the attendiny 
physician to the Board of Ieulth, as having had 
cholers, small-nox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever » shall 
within twenty-four hours be interred, aud shull be 
subject to regulation numbers 22 and 23, 

Kea, 29, The body of any person dylug of 
cholera, small-pox, variolold, diphtherla, of searlet 
fever, if placed in u receiving tomb, shall be enclosed 
io 4 metallic cofliu hermetically sealed, 

The Board takes the liberty to suggest further 
that the people avoid the unnecessary use of water, 
which, in the absence of proper drainage will satu. 
rate the soil io the vieluity of their houses to a 
dangerous degree; and also to suggest the daily use 
of dry earth or sifted ushes to cover the contents of 
privies or open receptacles of sink water, to absorb 
Polsonous gises and prevent eahalations,

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


State Cattle Commission, Secretary's Oflice, Ded- 
ham, Mass., January 6, 1890, 
To the Board of Health of cities and towns, and 
Citizens of the Commonwealth: — 


The cattle Commissioners of Massachusetts, in 
conformity to the requirements of the Public 
Statutes, hereby make and publish the following 
rules for the suppression of contagious diseases 
among domestic animals: 

Rule 1. Whoever has knowledge of, or has good 
reason to suspect the existence of «a contagious 
discuse amoung any species of domestic animals in 
this state, whether such knowledge is obtained by 
personal exumination or otherwise, shall forthwith 
give notice to the Board of Health of the city or of 
the town where suclndisensed animals are kept, 

Rule 2, The Bourd of Health of a city ora town, 
having ived notice of a suspected case of con- 
tagious disease among any of the domestic animals 
in their city or town, shall forthwith make an ex 
amination thereof personaly, or by a competent 
person appointed by the ov that purpose, and, if 
satisfied there are good rensons for believing that 
contigion is present, shall canse the suspected 
animals to be securely held by the owners or other 
reliable persons, and shall immediately inform the 
Cattle Commissioners. 

Rule 3. An order, written or verbal, to securely 
hold such suspected animals in isolation shall be 
binding, whether given by a member of the Board 
of Health of the city or town, an authorized agent 
of such Board, or by a single member of the State 
Cattle Commission, 

Rule 4. Persons having the care or custody of 
suspected animals, whether such animals are their 
own property or otherwise, and having received an 
order for their isol ion, shall neither sell, swap, 
trade, give or in uny way dispose of such animals, 
nor drive, or work, or move, or allow them to be 
inoved away from the place of isolation, nor allow 
other animals not already exposed, to come in con- 
tact with them, till permitted to do so by the Cattle 
Commissioners. 


PLEURO-PNiUMONIA. HOG CHOLERA, 


Rule 5. [n cases of suspected contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia among cattle, or swine-plague or cholera 
among swine, the entire herd must be secured 
against communication with other animals of the 
suine species that have not been exposed to the 
suspected animals, and owners of other herds which 
may luve been exposed and afterwards moved, 
should be immediately notified and warned of the 
existing danger. 


GLANDERS, 


Rule 6, Horses or mules suspected of having the 
disease known as glanders or farey, muy only remain 
in the custody of their owners, and in the stalls or 
on the premises previously occupied by them, when 
inthe Judgment of Boards of Health such owners 
ean be relied on with confidence, and when such 
stalls or premises are deemed suitable places for 
holding such diseased or suspected animals till taken 
ncharge by the Cattle Commissioners. 


PUBLISHING REGULATIONS, 


Rule 7. The death of a citizen of this state from 
that louthsome and fatal disease, glanders, con- 
tracted from « diseased horse alleged to have been 
surreptitiously removed fiom isulation; the too 
eneral negligence of horse owners, veterinarians 
1 others in giving notice of the suspected exist. 
ence of contagious diseases; and the lax or in- 
different action of municipal officers in taking 
possession or control of animals within their juris 
diction suspected of being infected with contagion, 
—makes itimperative thit we call the attention of 
all good citizens to the statutes provided for the 
suppression of contagion among domestic animals, 
and that Boards of Health in each of the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth publish and place 
upon their records such regulations concerning the 
treatment of suspected cases of contagion umong 
domestic animals as will enable the proper authori. 
ties to subject offenders to legal prosecution. 


PENALTIES. 


The statutes provide that any person who fails to 
comply with a regulation made oran order given by 
the Cate Commissioners or Boards of Health in 
the discharge of their duty, is punishable by a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprison. 
ment not exceeding one ) ; and any city or town 
whose officers refuse or neglect to carry into effect 
the provisions of Chapter 262 of the Acts of 1887, 
relating to the publication of regulations, the isola. 
tion of suspected animals and the carrying into 
effect of all proper orders from the Cathe Commis- 
sioners, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars for each day's neglect.

Epiror oF THE JouRNAL: In a 
communication to the JouRNAL under 
date of May 16, ** Another ‘Temperance 
Republican” endeavors to extenuate 
the procedure of our present Mayor in 
his dealing with the liqnor licenses on 
the plea that they whom the voters 
choose to execute the laws are mere 
nutomatons, or machines to carry out 
the real (or supposed) will of the ma- 
jority of voters; that there is cenceded 
to them no right to exercise their own 
discretion as to what they deem the 
best thing for the community. 

This plea is in accord with neither 
law, good logic, good moral, nor good 
precedent. ‘The law of this Common- 
wealth provides for local option: the 
voters declare whether or no they de- 
sire the authorities to huve the power 
of granting licenses ; if they vote in the 
affirmative, the authorities may or may 
not, at their discretion, grant licenses ; | 
the Mayor has the option of signing 
certain licenses or not (if the law were 
consistent, as it should be, the Muayor 
would not be constrained to sign any 
license contrary to his convictions). 
Why should a man be called a fool or 
a traitor for exercising the option which 
the law expressly confers on him? 

If history has avy clear lesson to 
teach us, it is this: that the man who 
wins the lasting honor and respect of 
the community is not he who turns 
himself into a machine, but he who 
ucts against the prejudices, or even the 
convictions, of that community, if he 
thinks he ought to so act. Illustrations ! 
are not wanting in the records of this! 
Republic. I cite nt a grave | 
crisis in the history of this nation a 
Repnblicay Senator, at the dictates of 
his conscieuce and contrary to the de- 
mands of nine out of ten of the men 
of his State, had the honesty aad man- 
hood to vote againt the impeachment 
of Andrew Johnson, ‘The result was 
that the greatest name in the history 
of the State of Iowa, and one which 
earned the lasting gratitude of these 
United States, is that of James W. 
Grimes. 

‘*Another ‘Temperance Republican,” 
by his shallow and impotent plea, does 
honor neither to himself nor to Mayor 
Thompson.

87. “The God of heaven bath given thee 
a kingdom, power and strength ance 
wlory.” Not by his own might had he ob 
tained it, but God had given it to him 
One of the greatest facts of t! took is 
Piat “The Most High ruleth 12% ue king 
dom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever 
He will” (chapter iv, 17, 25, 82) There is 
nothing good which we possess which God 
has not given to us (Jas. i, 17), and THis 
wifts are bestowed upon us that thereby 
we may glorify Him, We are expected to 
glorify the God in whose hands our breath 
is and whose are all our ways (chapter 
v, 2). 

88. “And hath made the ruler over them 
all. Thou art tiis bead of gold.” We are 
reminded of the original dominion given 
to Adam (Gen. 1, 28) whereby he was te 
magnify God, but as he failed, so all his 
children have failed, and shall fil till He 
come, the king who shall reign in’ right 
eousness, the last Adam who shall subdue 
all things unto Himself and be king over 
all the carth (Isa, xxvii, 1, | Cor. xv, 45, 25 
Zech xiv, 0% Rev, xi, 15). 

80. “And arter these shall arise another, 
and another, which shall bear rule over all 
the earth.” One great peculiarity of the

There 
has been no world wide dominion by any 
empire since the Roman, nor will there be 
till the stone kingdom of the Lord Jesus is 
established on earth. 

41,42. “And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes part of potter’s clay and part 
of iron, the kingdom shall be divided; 
partly strong and partly broken.” There 
will be power mixed up with that which 
is wholly of man; power in the hands of 
the people having no internal stability, 
though something is left of the strength of 
the iron. (Tregelles.)

THE CHURGM ON THE HILL. 


It Had the Advantage of Position and 
Worked the Generous Both Ways. 


We were coming down the Ockla- 
waha, that funniest of Floridian 
streams, which winds its tortuous 
way through a tangled maze of cy- 
press swamp, and often takes miles 
in advancing one. The only way to 
havigate it is by the curious little 
ttout built house boats, flat as to bot- 
tom, and with old fashioned water 
wheels behind for motive power, 
Pine torches are ht on the wheel- 
houses at night to light the way, and 
every now and then the boats have 
to draw up alongside of a woodpile 
of pine sticks to replenish the fuel, 
which makes a hot but exceedingly 
short lived fire. 

As he drew up at Somebody’s land- 
ing, a fine, elevated hummock, rising 
up from the riverin quite an un- 
Floridalike hill, the captain told us 
that we might go ashore, as he had 
some .barrels of flour to land and 
would be there for fully half an 
hour. 

He advised us to climb the gentile 
hill to a rather pretentious house 
there, the owner of which had a 
mammoth alligator, a ‘tame wild- 
cat’ and numerous other curiosities 
on free exhibition. We found an ex- 
ceedingly comfortable looking home, 
surrounded by orunge groves redo- 
lent with the scent of blossoms, and 
a front yard filled with magnificent 
rosebushes in full and fragrant bear- 
ing—a gladsome sight. A buxom 
woman came out and bade us wel- 
come. 

“By the way,” she said in an act- 
ors’ fund fair tone, “if any of you 
want any roses we sell them for the 
benefit of our church. There is no 
price on them. You pay what you 
choose.” 

Of course many of us took roses— 
for the cause of the church, 

Five miles down the river we came 
to another landing, which was also 
situated at the foot of a rounded hill.

Another Long Felt Want, 
Peddler—One moment, madam, I 


HAYMAKING IN THE ALPS, 


How the Hardy Mouniaineer Has to 
Labor to Get » Precarious Living. 


Itis astrange and savage reverence 
which the peasants feel for the 
mountains. With no people is the 
love of home and the native soil so 
strongly developed. Every little 
kerap of ground is turned to the best 
account. If a few square yards can 
anywhere be made or reclaimed the 
requisite labor is not grudged. Many 
of these sturdy people compel an in- 
credibly little spot of ground to yield 
them enough and some to spare. 

This surprising product from a soil, 
much of it very poor, is due to the 
perfection of spade work. Each field, 
or rather patch, has the perfection 
of shape given to it to facilitate cul- 
tivation and drainage. The peasants 
say, ‘If the plow has a plowshare of 
iron, the spade has a point of gold.” 

In the mountainous districts es- 
pecially the man makes the very soil. 
He builds terraces along steep in- 
clines, lines them with blocks of 
stone, and then pagks the earth to 
them, Thus he transforms the moun- 
tain and the rock into a little patch 
where he plants a vine or raises a lit- 
tle oats or maize, 

Up the heights of rocks which 
even goats cannot climb, on the very 
brow of the ubyss, the peasant goes 
in search of grass, clinging to the 
precipice with iron clampers on_ his 
feet. He hangs on the sides of the 
rocks which imprison the valley, 
and mows down a few tufts of grass 
from craggy shelves, 

The peasant mountain mower is 
accustomed to all the perils of the 
mountain, and the day before the 
mowing season begins—a day fixed 
by communal decree—he bids fare- 
well, perhaps for the last time, to 
his wife and children, 

His scythe on his shoulder, armed 
with his iron shod stick, provided with 
his clampirons, a cloth or net rolled 
up in his bag, he sets out at mid- 
night, in order that the dawn may 
find him at his work. 

During the two months of hay 
harvest he goes down to the village 
only three or four times to renew 
his supply of food or linen, By this 
hard and perilous occupation an Al- 
pine mower makes from three to five 
francs a day, his food not included, 
and many times under some project- 
ing rock he must seek a bed a-.d pass 
the night. 

Once dried, this wild hay is care- 
fully gathered into a cloth or net and 
carried down to the first little plain 
where it can be made into a stack, 
which is loaded with large stones to 
prevent its being blown away. 

In wiuter, when everything is coy- 
ered with snow, the mower climbs 
again the perpendicular side of the 
mountain, carrying his little wooden 
sledge on his shoulders. He loads it

Confederate Vlags, 

In March, 1561, the Confederate 
congress adopted as the national em 
blem the so called “stars and bars.” 
It was made up of three horizontal 
bars of red, white and red, with a 
blue union in the upper left hand 
corner, on which were displayed 
thirteen white stars in a circle, thus 
giving the historic red, white and 
blue, which tricolor appeared in all 
the succeedingy changes, 

The resemblance of this to the 
“stars and stripes” led to confusion, 
mistakes and loss of life at the battle 
of Manassas, and shortly after that 
action another flag was born to the 
Confederacy, in September, 1861, 

The battle flag was then adopted. 
This, in the language of hondliry, 
was a ved field charged with a blue 
saltier, with a narrow border of 
white, on which were dispvayed thir- 
teen white stars; in other words, a 
blue St. Andrew's cross on a red 
ground, ‘This was easily distinguish- 
able and was never changed.—New 
Orleans ‘limes: Democrat,

THE SHUT-DOWN. 

Uncertainty still characterizes the 
movement of the tanners and ourriers 
of the country towards a reduction of 
their products, and just what the out- 
come of all the talk will be cannot be 
foretold with any degree of trustworthi- 
ness. Concerning it all sorts of gossip 
abounds, but no two manufacturers can 
be found who agree fully as to their 
stories respecting the matter. 

Here at home the solution of the 
question seems to be as remote as it 
was at the start. The proprietors of 
some of the large fuctories say posi- 
tively that a shut-down is certain to 
take place. Others will utterly refuse 
to go into the combine, and instead of 
stopping or curtailing the output will 
increase their business to meet present 
and what many think will be an addi- 
tional demand for leather consequent 
on a reduction of its manufacture, 

A superintendent of one of the 
largest leather establishments in this 
city said to a JOURNAL man last Satur- 
day that he looked for a gradual reduc- 
tion in the lenther output between July 
und September us is quite generally the 
ense, but he did not think there would 
be universal supension of businesa, or 
anything appronching it. Some fuc- 
tories, he suid, will doubtless reduce 
their product quite materially ; possibly 
a few may temporarily cease to mauu- 
facture, but a good many of the heav- 
iest operators will keep right on as 
usual, and few will largely in- 
creuse their business. 

The testimony of this gentleman is 
corroborated by others well posted as 
to the present situation, The factories 
ure prosperous at the present time, and 
of course so long as there is a fairly 
good demand from the shoemakers the 
tanneries will be kept running. 

A wail went up in the Boston papers 
last week as to Woburn’s ‘busted 
boom,” but there is no call for such 
gloomy forebodings according to the 
belief of the most careful observers in 
this city. At all events it will be time 
enough to cry when we have some- 
thing to ery ubout. 


AN IMPORTANT ME y {SURE. 


A bill which will no doubt receive 
the cordial endorsement of every friend 
and advocate of clean politics and 
honest elections entitled *+An Act to 
Prevent Corrupt Practices in Elections 
aud to Provide for Publicity of Election 
Expenses” was reported to the Mussa- 
chusetts Senate by the Committee ou 
Election Laws, on May 6, and is now 
pending before that body. It ensures 
by its passage a long step towards the 
purification of the ballot-box at the 
caucuses and election, and is a measure 
the imperitive need of which has long 
been felt in this Commonwealth. 

The only criticism which we have to 
offer on the proposed law, whose object 
is fairly set forth in its title, is that it 
should go into effect before Jan. 1, 
1893, as proposed in one of its sections. 
‘Lhe people ought to have the benefit of 
it this full, and we hope that in this 
particular the bill will be amended be- 
fore its final passage shall be ordered. 

The proposed legislation is cordially 
endorsed and earnestly recommended 
by scores and hundreds of the most 
prominent men in the State including 
members of both branches of Congress, 
Federal, State and Municipal office- 
holders, distinguished statesmen, emi- 
nent literary people, successful men of 
affuirs—indeed, by everyone who de- 
sires (o see a reform inaugurated ip 
political affairs as managed by caudi- 
dates at the caucus and the polls.

Memorial Day. 


Burbank Post, 33, did the honors of 
host on lust Monday and not a word of 
fault was or could be found with the 
generous and admirable manner in 
which they carried things through. It 
was regretted that Commander William 
T. Kendall was unavoidably absent, 
but Senior Vice Commander James 
Carton filled the gup in the most satis- 
factory manner. 

The weather was simply charming. 
The most critical could not have asked 
for anything better. ‘The intense heat 
that generally comes with Memorial 
Day was absent. A soft, thin, sleepy 
haze obscured the sun nearly all day; 
gentle breezes blew from the south; 
previous showers hud laid the dust; 
and nothing could have been more com- 
fortable and pleasant for the march, the 
parade, the open-air concert, the hall 
exercises, and affairs in the banquetting 
halls, than was vouchsafed to the 
Veterans Inst Monday. Another fact 
might as well be stuted here as else- 
where and that is: the unanimous ver- 
dict of the people of Woburn and visi- 
tors was, that Memorial Day was never 
more happily observed in Woburn than 
the last one; that its ceremonies were 
never more impressive ; the programme 
never better curried out; that the en- 
tire affair was admirable and admirably 
conducted from beginning to end. 


IN GENERAL. 


The first G. A. R. Post was estab- 
lished in 1866 at Decatur, Illinois, by 
Dr. Benj. F. Stevenson, Surgeon of 
the 14th Illinois Infantry, and W. J. 
Ratthidge of the same Regiment. 

Little did those Veteraus then dream 
of the proportions which the structure, 
the foundations of which they then and 
there Inid, would in time grow to. At 
first the internal machinery was differ- 
ent from whut it became subsequently 
when the Order was reorganized. 

The spirit with which the first G. A. 
R. Post was established spread rapidly 
and soon Posts were formed all over 
the lund. ‘The National Encampment 
followed in due season as u necessary 
sequence. 

The number of G. A. R. Posts in 
the Union is now 7,000; the number 
of members about 500,000. 

The Commanders-in-Chief have been 
Stephen A. Hurlbut, Illinois; John A, 
Logan, Illinois, three years; A. E. 
Burnside, Rhode Island, two years; 
Charles Devens, Jr., Massachusetts, 
two years; John F. Huartranft, Penn- 
sylvania, two years; J. C. Robinson, 
New York, two years; William Earn- 
shaw, Ohio; Louis Wagner, Pennsyl- 
vania; George S. Merrill, Massachu- 
setts; Paul Vandervoort, Nebraska; 
Robert B. Beath, Pennsylvania; John 
S$. Kuntz, Ohio; S.S. Burdett, Wash- 
ington; Lucius Fairchild, Wisconsin ; 
John P. Rae, Minnesota; Willian 
Warner, Missouri; Russell A. Alger, 
Michigan; Wheelock G. Veazey, 
Vermont. 

Gens. Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, 
Hayes, Harrison, Alger, Slocum, 
Logan—in fact, nearly all the promi- 
nent military leaders of the war, joined 
the organization in the early days of its 
history, and all of them took an active 
part in the work of the Order, 

But every year Death enters the 
ranks of the Veterans and thins them. 
Each successive Memorial Day sees 
fewer ef them in the procession. And 
each yeur finds them u little more bent 
and a litthe more whitened with age 
than on the preceeding one. 

All honor, esteem and love for the 
Veterans ! 

PRELUDE, 

The Memorial services began on 
Sunday when both Posts, with the 
Relief Corps connected, attended divine 
services at the Methodist Episcopal 
church and listened to » Memorial 
sermon preached by Comrade Rey. 
George A. Crawford, D.D., of Post 
161, ex-Chapluin of the U.S. Navy. 

The sermon was an able one of 
course. Its burden was chiefly of the 
heroism required to face life and fight 
its battles—or rather, to ‘tdare to do 
right and fighifarthat. fAneets-~ 5 
correspondent hus epitomised 
course in another column, and hi 
pen is reliable. | 

The preacher thought that it requires 
about as much courage to wage war 
aguinst private and political vices in 
these modern days as it did to march 
up to the fire-belching mouths of rebel 
ecanvons in the days of the Southern 
Rebellion.

The Memorial Day preacher was 
somewhat severe on the Republican 


party—unjustly so, a good many 
thought. When he proclaimed that 
both political parties had sold out to 
the Rum Power he hardly spoke by the 
card, for only the Democratic party 
could properly be charged with that 
sin, and not even they, strictly speak- 
ing, becanse Democracy and the Rum 
Power are identical—one und the same 
thing, and always have been. 

As to the alleged sins of the Re- 
publican purty we think it would be 
hard to prove them.

The Soldiers 
Monument was then visited and found 
to be decorated with flowers, potted 
plants, ferns, etc., io wreaths, garlands, 
and great bouquets, more beautiful than 
ever before. 


THE MARCH, 


Then came the march to the ceme- 
teries and decoration of the graves of 
dead comrades. 

At 8.30 a. m., Post 33, with the 
Woburn Brass Band leading, marched 
to Headquarters of Post 161 and took 
that Post under escort. The progress 
through the street was witnessed by 
thousands of people. First in the 
procession came the Police, who were 
followed by the Brass Band playing ap- 
propriate music; the Mechanic Pha- 
lanx (with a larger turnout than on any 
similar occasion for 10 years) ; the High 
School Battalion; the Posts; citizens. 
Services according to the Ritual were 
performed at the graves in each of the 
city cemeteries. 

CONCERT, 

After dismissal of the Posts the 

Band gave an excellent concert on the

Woburn Woman’s Club. 


One of the most entertaining lectures 
delivered before the Woburn Woman's 
Club this season was that given by 
Mrs. Noble, on Friday, May twentieth, 
entitled **Cause of Constitutional Lib- 
erty in Russia.” Mrs. Lydia Loorna 
Noble is a Russian, graduate of the 
Astrakhan Gymnasia, and of the St. 
Pedagogical Courses for Women at 
St. Petersburg. As Mrs. Noble has 
allied herself with the Society of 
American Friends of Russian Freedom, 
she can not with any hope of safety re- 
turn to her native land. 

The lecturer was dressed in the na- 
tional costume of Little Russia. The 
apron was formed of horizontal stripes ; 
first, an embroidered band of solid 
color; then, an insertion of hand-made 
creamy lace; and so on to the lace 
edging which finishes the lower edge. 
The blouse was made in the same way, 
only the stripes of lace and embroidery 
ran perpendicularly, A necklace of 
glass beads in colors to match the 
gown, tied with ribbons of the same 
hue, finished the neck; and a short 
sack of scarlet India silk outlined the 
waist. The skirt was some thin cotton 
material, printed in white with designs 
of wild flowers—the ground work being 
a dark blue—no head-dress was worn. 
This gay gown was a pretty accom- 
panimentto Mrs, Noble's dark, straight 
hair, large dark expressive eyes and 
full rosy cheek. More striking than 
this peasant dress was Mrs, Noble’s 
command of the Knglish language—her 
paper was written beautifully, in a style 
so finished that it would have done 
honor to a graduate of a college course 
in English. 

The lecturer gave first a description 
of Russia and her people. She spoke 
enthusiastically of the character of 
the Russian peasant, and of his ability 
whenever he has been able to acquire 
through educatign 9 proper deyelop- 
ment of his talents. Fyrom the tillers 
of the soil have sprung artists, writers, 
scientists and #0 on, A pathetic and 
renlistic description of the down-trodden 
class of peasants was given; and some 
of the causes of their poverty and 
ignorance were shown to be intemper- 
ance, and their subjection to unsera- 
pulous aud dogmatic grovernment 
officials. An explanation of the educa- 
tiounl evils of Russia was given; and 
a statement made that ** During the last 
ten years schools and Colleges have 
been qlosed by the Government, be- 
enuse they were teaching the people to 
hecome self-educators gud free-think- 
ers.” ‘The religion was shown to be 
not a voluntary blessing, but a compul- 
sory evil. The press was described as 
being in « crippled condition. 

Mrs. Noble proved the need of Con- 
stitutional Liberty in Russia, She re- 
futes the argument that when the Rus- 
siaus are fit to have their liberty, 


liberty will be given them, by saying 
that though the withholding of liberty, 
the right use of freedom can never be 
learned.

18. “Then Nebuchadnezzar tn his tage 
ynd fury commanded to bring Shadrach, 
Meshach and Abednego.” This Gentile 
king, to whom God gave the kingdoms of 
this world, and to whom also He gave the 
wonderful vision of chapter ii, has in the 
pride of his heart set up an image which 
he commands all people to worship, Ten 
times in this chapter it is spoken of as the 
golden image or the image which he had 
setup. It is suggestive of another image 
to be set up in the last days by an enemy 
of God, which men must either worship or 
die (Rey, xiii, 15). Daniel's friends refused 
to worship the image which Nebuchadnez 
zar had set up, and therefore they are sum 
moned to appear before the king 

14. “Do not ye serve my gods, nor wor 
ship the golden image which I have set 
up?” This is the question asked of these 
young men by the man to whom it had been 
made known that ‘The God of Heaven had 
given him his kingdom, power, strength 
and glory” (chapter fi, 87). Yet his heart 
is so proud that he refuses to acknowledge 
the God of Heaven, but will if possible 
compel the servants of the trae God to bow 
down to his false pods. 

15. “If ye worship not, ye shall be cast 
the same hour into the midst of a burning 
fiery furnace, and who is that God that 
shall deliver you out of my hands?” “Man 
thatis in honor and understandeth not is 
like the beasts that perish’? (Ps. xlix, 20) 
See this man whom God has honored, but 
who understands uot, rouring like the lion 
from the pit against the servants of the 
Most High God, not knowing that they are 
under the care of a greater Lion, even the 
Lion of the tribe of Judah (Rey, v, 5) 

16. “Weare not cureful to answer thee 
in this matter.” Or, asin the R. V., “We 
have no need to answer,” ete, The same 
word is translated “have need” in’ Ezra 
vi, 9, nnd these ure the only two places in 
Scripture where the word is used. Young, 
in his concordance gives “think necessary” 
as the meaning of the word. The path of 
duty was so clear to these men that there 
was no need to wait for further light, no 
need of delay or argument. They knew 
God and would worship Him only 

17. “If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning fiery 
furnace, und He will deliver us out of 
thine hand, O king.” We may not know 
if He will deliver us from this or that spe- 
cial trial, but we do know that He will 
be with us in the trial and that neither 
miu nor devil can harin us. “When thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be 
burned, neither shall the flame kindle 
upon thee” (Isa. xliii, 2). Perhaps this 
very promise was whispered to these men 
by the Holy Spirit, The Lord Jesus 
teaches us that we are not to fear persecu 
tion or imprisonment or even death, but 
that our great aim must be faithfulness to 
him (Math, x, 28, Rev, ii, 10), We may 
say with the utmost assurance, “The Lord 
shall deliver me from every evil work and 
will preserve me unto His heavenly king 
dom” (II Tim. iv, 18). 

18. “But if not, be it known unto thee, O 
king, Chat we will not serve thy gods, nor 
worship the golden image which thou hast 
setup.”’ Jobsaid, “Though Heshiy me, yet 
will | trust in 


though his mortal body might be de 
stroyed, yet in his resurrection body he 
would see God (Job xix, 25-27). The 
apostles, sustained by the same blessed as 
surance, feared not the face of man nor 
the threats of the rulers, but would testify 
of Jesus and the resurrection, ready to die 
for him if need be (Acts iv, 19, 20; ¥, 29) 
These friends of Daniel were tempted to 
worship a golden image, but people are 
now tempted in this land to worship gol 
den eugles and silver dollars and whatever 
will bring power or popularity, and bow 
muatny professed servants of God are with 
out scruple bowing down to these, God 
only knows. Where are the Shadracks, 
who say without hesitation to the world, 
the flesh and the devil, *We will not serve 
thee.” Let us remember that ‘To whom 
we yield ourselves servants to obey, hisser 
Vants we ure whom we obey” (Rom, vi, 16) 

19-43, ‘This is the account of the carrying 
out of the sentence of death against the 
faithfulthree, ‘The furnace is heated seven 
times hotter than usual; the men are bound 
in their clothes and cast into the furnace; 
the fury of the beast is satisfied; the devil 
bas done his worst to the servants of God, 
and «a God of Love, and infinite wisdom, 
and all power has suffered it so to be. 
This is that which perplexed David and 
Asaph and Jeremiah, and is a stumbling 
block to multitudes to this day. We need 
to learn that “Myvil doers shall be cut off, 
but they that wait upon the Lord shall in 
herit the earth.” The wicked shall be 
brought into desolation as in a moment 
and utterly consumed with terrors; they 
shall be pulled out like sheep for the 
slaughter (Ps, xxxvii, 0: xxiii, 19; Jer, xii, 
1-3). When God permits the devil to touch 
His dear people it is only that He may be 
glorified and greater blessing brought in 
due time to these tried ones. He desires us 
even here in this life to be conformed to the 
image of His Son, and by all events of our 
daily life to be fitted to reign with Him 
over this earth in due time. Thus God 
maketh even the wrath of man to praise 
Him (Ps, Ixxvi, 10). ;

The most significant political event of 
the season is the declaration of Lord Salis- 
bury, premier of England, on May 18th, 
that the attitude of England for free 
trade “may be noble, but it is not businese 
like.” In other words, for it is really on 
the “business” side of the question that 
appeals to him and his fellow Tories, 
England finds that free trade as asystem, 
asa policy, is nota success, Lord Salia- 
bury says: 

Fifty years ago everybody believed that 
free trade had conquered the world, and 
fon tie es that every nation would fol- 
ow the exampie of England, The re- 
sults, however, are not what had 
expected, Despite the prophecies of the 
free trade ndvocates, foreign nations are 
adopting protection, They are exclud- 


ing us from their markets and are trying | 
to kill our trade’ And this state of things | 


appears to grow worse. 

That is, the majority party in England, 
the party now in power, finds that it 
must “right about face’ in its Industrial 
system if it expects to hold its own with 
the people. What does this prove? Very 
plainly that our system of protection is, 
practically, better than free trade. And 
that is reason enough for continuing it, 


What the people want is the system that | 


works best for their material interests. 
They do not care anything whatever 
about theories, They want the best re- 
turns fortheir daily labor. They were 
already convinced, the intelligent ones, 
that protection was for their interests. 
The testimony of Lord Salisbury that 
England finds free trade a failure after 50 
years of trial, as a national policy, will be 
atremendous aid to the Republicans in 
the coming campaign. 
The Labor Men of the State 

can surely see from the practical working 
of the protective system that the Repub- 
licans are as ready as the Democrats to 
pass legislation that will work favorably 
tothem. And yet, someho+, the Demo- 
cratic party is continually posing as the 
special friend of the workingman, The 
latter has learned to distinguish, how- 
between his real and self-styled 
friends.

It contained no carpet, no 
stuffed furniture, no bookcase, The 
college library furnished the vol- 
umes he was at any time using, and 
these lay along the floor, beside his 
dictionary, his shoes and the box 
that contained the sick chicken. 

A single bare table held the book 
he had just laid down, together with 
a Greek newspaper, a silver watch, a 
cravat, a paper package or two and 
some scraps of bread.

The incongruity between his bitter 
speech and his kind heart endeared 
both to those who knew him. He 
was never weary in well doing. Like 
his venerable cloak, his grotesque 
language often hid a bounty under- 
neath. His room was bare; but in 
his native town an aqueduct was 
built; his importunate and ungrate- 
ful relatives were pensioned; the 
monks of Mount Sinai were protect- 
ed against want, and the children of 
those who had befriended his early 
years in America were watched

ticed at all. For it is the brain, and 
the brain alone, that feels, although 
the actual sensation is localized. 

Cut the trunk nerve which con- 
nects the seat of the injury with the 
brain, and the pain which that in- 
jury produced instantly ceases to be 
felt. For the nerves are as telegraph 
wires, Which communicate the fact 
of the injury to the brain, and re- 
ceive in return the sensation which 
it experiences, And it is therefore 
easy to understand how the degree 
of development to which the brain 
has attained affects and controls the 
degree of intensity of possible pain,

THE RIGHT IDEA, 

Ald. Richardson of Ward 3. seems

Richardson has not 
yet been educated up to the JourNnat’s 
standard on the temperance question but 
judging from the manly stand he took 
against the union of pool and rum at 
the meeting of the Board last week he 
knows some things now and is making 
good progress in the study of the sub- 
ject. 

When the Ward 3 Alderman objects 
to licensing billiard and pool tables 
where intoxicating drinks are sold he 
is on the right ground, although we do 
not quite agree with him in the reasons 
he gave for his objections. He said 
that liquor selling had been made re- 
spectable by legal enactment and he 
wanted to preserve that character, 
which it could not do if billiards and 
pool were allowed in the saloon. After 
*trespectable” we should put a big in- 
terrogation point. 

The very strongest allurement that 
young men have to enter the saloon is 
the game of billiards or pool, and the 
liquor dealers know it. Buuish these 
games from the places where intoxi- 
eating drinks are sold and the rising 
generation of young men would be 
comparatively sufe and liquor licenses 
would not be worth one-half what is 
asked for them. 

Ald. Richardson has got hold of the 
right idea of things. We believe he 
has the courage of his convictions and 
will stand up und oppose every time 
the schemes of the saloon keepers to 
ruin our young men,

THE LEGISLA TURE. 


Mutterings of adjournment sine die, 
or prorogation if that be better, are be- 
ginning to be heard on Beacon Hill, 
and last week the House—or mebby it 
was the Senate—went so fur as to in- 
troduce an order to pull stakes tor 
good this week. ‘The order however 
came to naught. 

It is the general belief though that 
the life of the present session is near 
its end. Probably by the middle of 
Juve or a little after the Massachusetts 
Halls of Legislation will be as silent as 
the tomb and their late occupants 
scattered from Provincetown to Great 
Barrington and from Ashby to Wren- 
them Four Corners. 

Honest work aud a good deal of it 
has been done by the Legislature of 
1892, and they ought to have credit for 
it. As usual some uewspapers are dis- 
posed to complain, but they always do 
that whether there be any reason for it 
or not. (Quite a number of important 
measures have been enacted this ses- 
sion, and we fail to see the lack of in- 
telligence in either braneh which some 
carping critics profess to have discov- 
ered. ‘Io make it still more binding 
Speaker Barrett aud a few other mem- 
bers held a private meeting the other 
day and informally passed an unwritten 
resolution to the effect that the present 
Legislature, in point of intellectual 
calibre, will compare favorably with 
any of ite predecessors, That clinched 
At. 


THEY LACK COURAGE. 

The Boston papers are forever sneer- 
ing at the country press and that too 
without rhyme or reason. The rural 
newspapers of Mussachusetts are better 
exponents of public opinion, do more 
to create it, und ure more courageous 
in maintaining their principles, than 
the metropolitan sheets dare be. 

Take for example the Republican 
‘torgans” in Boston on the present 
situation, A few months ago when 
everything pointed to the unopposed 
nomination of President Harrison those 
journals were blatant in their support 
of him. When it became apparent 
that there would be # contest at Minne- 
apolis they were as voiceless as clams. 
As soon as it began to look like Blaine 
they flopped to his side, and at last 
accounts were hurrahing for the Plumed 
Knight as lustily as their lungs would 
allow. 

They are afraid of losing a sub- 
scriber, Not so the country preas, 

This remark is often heard among 
reading people: **We read the Boston 
papers for news and gossip; but for 
opinions, political or otherwise, honestly 
expressed and sturdily maintained, we 
go to our local country paper.”

Oregon has spoken. On last Mon- 
day « geueral election was held in that 
State and the Republicans came out on 
top by a large majority. 

Two Republican Congressmen, a Su- 
preme Court Judge, State ‘Treasurer, 
and other officers were chosen, and 
when the vote was counted the Dem- 
ocracy were puzzled to find out whether 
they were on foot or horseback. 

What made the victory a]l the more 
satisfactory to the Republicans was the 
fact that the opposition were composed 
of the entire Bourbon party and a large 
Granger annex, «a combine which 
miuny feared would carry too many 
guns for the Republicans, in which idea 
however they were in error,

In the plenitude of his power Goy- 
ernor Russell has vetoed the act creat- 
ing the office of Inspector of Buildiags 
for the city of Woburn and given his 
reasons for go doing.

‘Suffolk, compassed the defeat of the 
‘bill in the Executive Chamber, for 
which some will praise him and some 
condemn.

very complacent not to say indifferent 
| when it comes to ‘*dog eat dog.” 


Ce Interest in the Republican 
National convention has been strong 
in this city as everywhere else for a 
fortnight or more past, and it was 
greatly intensified by the abrupt resig- 
uation of Secretary of State Blaine 
last Saturday. The meaning of that 
unexpected move on Blaine’s part 
puzzled everybody and served to make 
the political situation still more in- 
explicable. Concerning its significance 
opinions were divided, but the weight 
of it was largely in favor of the theory 
that Blaine would be a candidate for 
the presidential nomination at Minne- 
upolis, Some however refused to 
accept. such «a conclusion. They 
claimed that his candidacy would savor 
too much of treachery to President 
Harrison to admit of a moment's 
serious consideration. They didn’t 
believe that Blaine, who had been the 
Republican idol for more than 30 
yeurs, and so regarded as much on the 
strength of his supposed political and 
personal integrity as on his transcendent 
ability, could be guilty of such du- 
plicity towards President Harrison, for 
whom he has time and again expressed 
sentiments of high personal regard, 
and therefore they would not accept 
the theory that his resignation meant 


an acceptance of the nomination if 
tendered to him. Washington and 
Minneapolis dispatches were sought 


with avidity and eagerly devoured, but 
they gave no real satisfaction because 
in those poli.icul centres everything 
was as chaotic and uncertain as every- 
where else. And so our people watched 
and waited with as much patieuce as 
they could command. 


fe If our memory serves us cor- 
rectly the Democratic National Con- 
vention will be held at Chicago on June 
21 instant. From present appearances 
it will be very far from a harmonious 
one. Atits opening the divisiou, one 
would think, will be on Hill and Cleve- 
land, but how it will stand at the finish 
no one can predict with any certainty. 
The Cleveland side of the fight say Hill 
is out of the race, a statement indig- 
nantly denied by Hill’s blowers aud 
strikers. Our own opinion is that 
Dave Hill will be a pretty big toad in 
the puddle out at Chicago, and that if 
he cannot get the nomination himself 
he will not let Grover have it. The 
war between the two men is not poli- 
tical but a bitter personni one, especi- 
ally on Hili’s part, and therefore in- 
stead of either of them getting the 
nomination a dark horse will be more 
likely than not to win. The country 
will not have to wait very long for the 
fight and its result. 


fe A heart-rending disuster by fire 
and flood befel Oil City and ‘Titusville, 
Pa., last Suturday which caused the 
death of more than 200 people. ‘The 
scene produced by the huge waves of 
burning gas in the air and mad rush of 
the waters of Mononghela and Alle- 
gheny rivers was the most awful ever 
beheld in that region or anywhere else. 
The floods of fire and water swept 
away hundreds of buildings—homes of 
the people, business blocks, and public 
structures—and in many cases took 
along the iumates to destruction. Many 
men, women and children were con- 
sumed by the fire, and many others 
were drowned. ‘The loss of property 
is estimated at not less than $2,000,- 
000. 


te Evidently Secretary Blaine’s 
sudden and uvheralded resignation from 
the Cabinet was a petulent act, and 
probably due to the uagging of Mrs. 
Blaine, who of late years has not been 
noted for her amiability of temper. It 
wus evidence too of a nervous condi- 
tion of the great man which should 
have precluded the idea of running 
him for the Presidency.

Agreenbly to the announcement made 
in the columns of the JouRNAL last 
week Mrs. Robert J. W. Phinney gave 
a moat delightful musicale in the elegant 
parlors of the beautiful Phinney resi- 
dence on Academy Hill on lust Monday 
evening, which was greatly enjoyed by 
about 75 invited atteudanuts from 
Woburn, Boston and other places, 
conspicuous among whom was Mr.

Only a few years ago Mrs. Phinney, 
who is a dear lover of music, a rare 
vocalist (but too chary of her gifts 
with the public), and « painstaking and 
very successful teacher in voice culture, 
was a musical student in London, 
England, where she diligently employed 
her abilities in the acquisition of the 
best knowledge the most eminent 
foreign instructors in the art were able 
to impart, and after a couple of years 
or so she returued one of the most 
thgroyughly educated yocalists in Kos- 
ton ar vicinity. She practiced her 
accomplishments with marked success. 
She was for some time on the lyric 
stage where she won an enviable repu- 
tation; she has been « leading soprano 
in the best of Boston church choirs; a 
soloist on many prominent occasions at 
home «nd elsewhere. Of late Mrs. 
Phinney, while still pursuing her 
studies with Mr, Adams in Boston, 
has tuken classes in singing in this city, 
and her pupils and other competent 
judges accord her the credit of being a 
singularly successful instructor. 

The artists who participated in Mrs. 
Phinney’s charming musicale last Mou- 
day eyenivg were the hostess, of course ; 
Mrs. Dexter of Philadelphia; Mrs. 
Hanscome of Boston ; Miss Mabel Davis 
of this city ; Miss Mary How of Boston ; 
Miss Edith Ramsdell of this city; Mr. 
Zoeth W. Atwood (Old Jed Prouty of 
Bucksport, Maine), and Mr. Henry T. 
Remick. Miss Mertena Bancroft pre- 
sided with her customary grace and 
skill at the piano. 

The richly furnished parlors were 
heautifylly decorated for the notable 
acengion, and the sir in them was 
ilyminated and laden with the brilliant 
light and sweet perfume of eleotricity 
and roses. Of course, the music was 
the chief charm of the evening's 
delights. With such performers how 
could it be otherwise? Mrs. Dexter 
and her accomplished sister gave a duet 
which was rapturously upplauded.

Mr. Adums was 
charmed with the vocal efforts of the 
cultured Down Easter in **‘Memories” 
and lavished warm praises on him, 
Miss Ramadell is a very sweet singer 
and possesses u highly cultivated voice. 
Hhé has the capubilities of a stay und 
will make age if her fine tylents are 
allowed full play in the future, Miss 
Mabel Davis, our own sweet contralto, 
was at her best, and that is saying that 
nothing could possibly be better, And 
what shall we say of Miss Mary How? 
Nothing need be said. ‘That lady is

—-to' need w Word of praise from aur 
incompetent peneil’ far the splendi 
manner in which she nequitted herself 
on this happy occasion. Only that she 
was in musical mood that night. It is 
equally needless to say that Mr, Remick 
contributed largely to the grand success 
of the musicale for he is « gentleman 


of fine musical talents and a singer 
who never fails to please ears attuned 
to the concord of sweet sounds. 

After the concert the company sat 
down to an elegant repast consisting 
in part of icecream, sherbet, delicate 
sponge-cake, strawberries-and-cream, 
lemonade, coffee, etc. etc., the suine 
being pussed by colored waiters from 
Boston, ‘This feature was highly en- 
joyed by all.

‘©The Wyman Place.” 
‘*Woodside,” the present residence 
of Mr. Edmund C. Colman of the firm 
of Moses Colman & Son of Portland 
street, Boston, was originally owned by 
Timothy Winn, the grandfather of 
William Winn, Esq., & resident of this 
city now 83 years old, and by him sold 
to Doctor Kidder, « prominent apothe- 
cary of Charlestown, who made it his 
summer home for several years. While 
still a much larger furm than at present 
it came into the hands of a member of 
the John Wyman family and hence its 
name, **The Wyman Place.” 

Subsequently it was owned hy one 
Davis, then by John Medan, who sold 
ittoa Mr. Furniss by whom it waa 
occupied for many years. 

As early as 1886, so Mr. Edward 
Simonds informs us, the farm was 
owned and occupied by Captain Martain, 
an old ship-master, who was the futher 
Mrs. Sarah A. Tidd of No. 810 Main 
street and grandfather of Mr. Marshall 
Martain ‘Tidd, the eminent Civil En- 
gineer, Capt. Johu KE. ‘Tidd, Deputy 
Sheriff of Middlesex County, aud Mrs. 
Sarah A. Nichols, No. 8310 Mainstreet, 
all of this city at the present time. 
(It is possible that Capt. Martain sold 
to Furniss instead of the latter to the 
former.) 

Afterwards Mr. Joshua Seward, who 
more than half a century ago kept a 
livery stable in Boston where the 
Parker House now stands on School 
street, bought the property, established 
his residence on it, lived several years 
and died there. 


Some six or seven years ago Mr. 
Edmund C, Colman of Boston pur- 


chased the fine estate and moved on to 
it, chiefly for the benefit of Mrs. Col- 
man’s health. ‘The farm and buildings 
were ina somewhat dilapidated con- 
dition when they came into Mr. Col- 
man’s hands, but the expenditure of 
large sums of money at one time and 
another transferred them into one of 
the most beautiful and every way de- 
sirable country residences in the 
vicinity of Boston, 

But the old place is to undergo an- 
other change. Mr. Colman has moved 
the house back considerably from its 
ancient site and is about to erect in its 
place a dwelling of more modern 
architecture on which work has already 
been commenced, **Money makes the 
mare go,” and all that money can ac- 
complish in the way of furnishing an 
elegant country home will be brought 
to bear on the new house. No expense 
will be spured to make it a model resi- 
dence, and as all the **modern improve- 


ments’’—water, lights, etc.—are at 
hand, it is expected that when com- 


pleted Mr. and Mrs. Colman will have 
one of the most beautiful and comfort- 
able dwellings at ‘* Woodside” that can 
be seen in a circuit of miles.

Goy. Russell’s Veto. 


/ Gov. Russell sent to the Senate Tuesday 


afternoon, the following veto message ;— 

To the Honorable Senate; T herewith 
return with my objections a bill entitled 
‘An Act to authorize the city of Woburn 
to appoint a Superintendent of Public 
Buildings,” which originated in your body. 

The strenuous opposition to this vill from 
many citizens of Woburn has led me to ex- 
amine it with much care. 

I find that under the general provisions 
of her existing charter the city at present 
has authority to create this office, and Tam 
informed that this fact was admitted at the 
hearing before the Committee of the Legis- 
lature, Under such general provisions the 
city has already by ordinance created the 
office of City Engineer and the ‘Depart- 
ment of City Engineering,” and other oflices 
not specifically mentioned in her charter. 

If there is need of this new office, which 
is strenuously disputed. JT can ne occasion 
for creating it by special statute rather than 
by city ordinance—unless it is intended to 
make unusual provisions in regard to it, 
which provisions will be beyond the control 
of the city. 

I find in the bill provisions which I be- 
lieve to be unusual, and which I am = con- 
vinced are not conducive to proper execu- 
tive responsibility orto a sound system of 
municipal government. 

It provides that the head of this executive 
department, appointed by the Mayor, must 
be confirmed, and can be removed only by 
the concurrent action of the Board of 
Aldermen and Common Qoyneil, and then 
for cause assigned after due hearing, Ex- 
ecutive responsibility is thus divided be- 
tween the Mayor and both branches of the 
City Council. 

The chief executive officer of the city, 
required by its charter ‘tto keep a general 
supervision over the conduct of all subor- 
dinate officers,” has no executive power 
whatever over this department except by 
the concurrent action of her two legislative 
bodies. An incompetent or unfaithful head 
of this department cannot be removed until 
he has been indicted by the Mayor, tried 
before the City Council, and found guilty 
by both of its branches. 

Such a system seems to me at variance 
with a proper idea of executive responsi- 
bility, and with the modern tendengy to in- 
crease rather than to diminish it. I know 
of no other instance where a head of a de- 
partment, appointed by the Mayor of a city, 
is put entirely beyond his control, except 
with the concurrent action of both the Board 
of Aldermen and the Common Council, 

The Chief Executive of either « city ora 
State, in my judgment, should be com- 
pelled to take full executive responsibility, 
and to this end power should be given him 
over the executive departments, What they, 
through him, may be responsible to the 
people, and that he may be held to answer 
to the people for executive action in all de- 
partments, At least such responsibility 
should not be scattered and lost as provided 
in this bill, 

This objection is emphasized by the fact 
that the bill also proyides that ‘said Super- 
intendent shall hold office for such time of 
service as the City Council of such city 
may upon the acceptance of this act pre- 
scribe.” It may, therefore, provide a long 
or indefinite term, and so prevent the con- 
trol by the people over a head of depart- 
ment, which Gomes from frequent appoint- 
mentor election, 

If the purpose were to create an execu- 
tive department without responsibility and 
for an indefinite term, under this bill it may 
be accomplished. 

| haye ‘so often declared my belief ina 
different system, and in so concentrating 
executive responsibility that there may be 
always some one answerable to the people 
for executive action, and that they may re- 
tain their power directly or indirectly over 
their servants, that I cannot assert to a bill 
which takes # long and unusual step in the

About the No. Woburn St. Ratlway. 


Medford and the North Woburn 
Street Railway Co. have vot yet come 
to terms. ‘The company can’t find out 
what Medford wants as to the electric 
cars. —Woncrn Journan. The com- 
pany don’t know what they want them- 
selves, for they petition for one thing 
and argue at the hearing for another. 
The Selectmen, it would seem, are 
waiting for the North Woburn Street 
Railway Co, to amend their petition to 
the end that they may get what they 
want but what they have not asked for. 
— Medford M reury. 


The petition of the North Woburn 
Street Railway Co. to operate their 
vars by electricity seems to have created 


considerable feeling among certain of 


Medford’s citizens. ‘They have no 
objection to permitting the West End 
doing so, but with the Woburn Com- 
pany itappears to be different. One 
objector, Judge Hayes, says that under 
the petition the Board of Selectmen 
had no right to grant the North Wo- 
burn Company the rights asked for any 
further than Winthrop Square where 
the tracks of the Company ended and 
the cars entered upon the tracks of the 
West End Company. The Selectmen, 
however, will adhere to their previous 
uction and grant the petition subject to 
certain conditions, among which will 
be that the cars shall be run daily the 
year round. From all that can be 
learned we understand that the Com- 
pany were not at all particular as to 
whether the petition was granted or 
not, as in case of failure to do so the 
electric cars would be run to the Med- 
ford line only, and horses used for the 
remainder of the distance. — Winchester 
Star.

“Then the king commanded, and 
chyy brought Daniel and cast him into the 
ven of lions.” After the kingdom passed 
into the hands of the Medes, Darius made 
Daniel the first of three presidents over 120 
provinces, But the princes and other 
presidents hated him and sought to accom 
plish his death, as recorded in the previous 
part of this chapter. Daniel is fearless of 
man, and faitefully waits upon his God 
The result is that Daniel is cast into the 
lion’s den, and to all appearance has 
perished, The kind words from the king 
are a hope that it may be so, rather than 
an assurance that it will be so, 

17. “And a stone was brought and laid 
upon the mouth of the den, and the king 
senled it with his own signet."’ So the 
ungodly prosper in the world, and the 
devil is permitted to put the saints of God 
in prison and ofttimes to kill them (Ps 
Ixxiiil, 12; Rev. ii, 10. John xvi, 2 But 
the child of God is to be prepared for these 
things, and not to think them strange nor 
be offended when they come (Math, x, 28 
| Pet. iv, 12, 13; John xvi, 1) 

IS. “Then the king went to his palace 
and passed the night fasting.” Although 
the king loved Daniel and labored hard to 
deliver him (verses 14, 15), yet even the 
king, with all his power, was powerless 
against the law, from which let us learn 
that love cannot always deliver, por can 
the law save any one. Even the low of 
God, which is holy and just and good, can 
not give life nor justify the sinner (Gal, iii 
21, ii, 16; Rom, iii, 20) 

1. “Then the king arose very early in 
the morning and went in haste unto the 
den of lions.” This early morning victory 
and deliverance of Daniel is very sig 
yvestive of «a morning of deliverance for 
Daniel's people, which is now drawing 
nigh, See Ps. xxx, 5; xlvi, 5, margin, xlix, 
14; oxxx, 6; TT Sim, xxiii, 3, 4. 
inethe carly morning deliverance of Mark 
vi, 46-48. There is a class of people, how 
ever, for whom there will be no morning 
(Isa. viii, 20, R. V). 

20, "O Daniel, servant of the living God 
is thy God, whom thou servest continually 
able to deliver thee from the lions?’ Tt 
was a great and lamentable ery from the 
greatest earthly monarch of the time; a 
ery of hope, but not of assurance, Had he 
known the God of Daniel and of David he 
would vot have asked if God was able to 
deliver. Read the experience of David and 
Paul in I Sam, xvii, 34-86; IT Tim, iv, 17, 18, 
and let your own heart say, “IT am per 
suaded that He is able” (11 Tim, i, 12). 

21. "Then said Daniel unto the king, O 
king, live forever.”” With what eagerness 
must the king have listened for a reply 
from the den, faintly hoping for yet hard 
ly daring to expect a reply. But there is 
a reply prompt and clear and the king’s 
heart is exceeding glad (verse 23). What 
ever may have been the significance of the 
words, “Live forever,” the believerin Jesus 
knows that be has eternal life (John v, 24 
vi, 47). 

2. “My God hath sent His angel, and 
hath shut the lions’ mouths, that they have 
not hurt me.” Blessed be God wud blessed 
be His holy angels that excel in strength, 
doing His commands, hearkening to His 
word (Ps, ciii, 21, 22). Consider the power 
of one angel us seen in the case of Hezeki 
and of Peter (Isa, xxxvii, 36, Acts xii, 
and remember that these same angels are 
your ministering spirits ever with you 
serving unseen and unthanked (Fleb. i, 14) 

23. “So Daniel was taken up outof theden, 
and no manner of hurt was found upon him, 
because he believed in his God.”” Daniel, 
in a figure, suffered the extreme penalty of 
the law, and came forth from the plaice of 
death, beyond death and judgment, with 
out any manner of burt upon him. Every 
true believerin Jesus is vow dead with 
Christ, risen with Christ and has passed 
from death unto life (Col, iii, 1-8; John vy, 
24). There is no condemnation to them 
that are in Christ, nothing can separate us 
from His love, and in the morning of resur 
rection it shall be found that not a hair of 
our head has perished (Rom, viii, 1, 89. 
Luke ii, 18). 

24. “And the king commanded, and they 
brought those men which had accused 
Daniel, and they cast them into the den 
of lions, them, their children and their 
wives,” The triumphing of the wicked 
is short, and the joy of the hypocrite 
is but fora moment (Job xx, 5). This 
isa sample of those for whom there is no 
morning, or who in the morning of victory 
of those who trust in the Lord shall be 
punished with everlasting destruction 
from his presence (II Thess, i, 1-10), See 
how many were affected by their sin. No 
min liveth unto himself. We are always 
wYecting others either for good or evil. 

25. “Then King Darius wrote unto all 
people, nations and languages that dwell 
in all the earth, Peace be multiplied unto 
you.” ‘That which caused Darius to make 
this proclamation to all nations was the 
power of the God of Israel manifested on 
behalf of Daniel, the Jew. ‘The time will 
come when the power of this same God 
shall be so manifest on behalf of all Israel 
that all nations shall thus know God and 
honor Him as the God of the whole earth 
(Ezek, xxxvii, 26-28, xxxvili, 28) 

26. “I make a decree, that in every do 
minion of my kingdom men tremble and 
fear before the God of Daniel.” Thus 
Darius does the noblest thing any man ever 
did or could do, he exalts God, he glorifies 
God before all uations, and speaks of His 
eternal kingdom. Ile makes us think of 
the time when “all Kings shall full down 
before Him, all nations shall serve Him” 
(Ps. Ixxii, 11: Ixxxvi, 9, 10), ‘Phe lofty 
looks of man shall be humbled, and the 
haughtiness of men shall be bowed down, 
and the Lord alone shall be exalted in that 
day” (Isa. ii, 11, 17) 

27, “He delivereth and rescucth, and He 
mores th signs and wonders in heaven and 
in earth, who hath delivered Daniel from 
the power of the lious.”” Darius had seen 
the deliverance of one man from, a lion's 
den; but Daniel could tell of the deliver 
ance of millions from the bondage of 
Egypt, of their food coming from heaven 
every day for forty years, of sea and river 
divided for them to piss through on dry 
land, of walled cities falling down as men 
shouted, und many such wouderful works 
of a wonderful God. We can tell of dead 
bodies actually raised from their graves as 
Lazarus and others, and of atime when 
all in their graves shall come forth, and of 
some who will ueverdie, Let us magnify 
the name of Him who only doeth all these 
things. 

28. "So this Daniel prospered in the reign 
of Darius, and in the reign of Cyrus the 
Persian.” And all because be wis a man 
of prayer, and God was with him He 
feared not the face of mun, vor did he fear 
death, but he feared only to sit against 
God. He honored God, and God honored 
him even in this world (1 Sam, ti, 80),

that system. 


THE TIN PLATE LIAR, 


Convicted by the Statistics From 


the Manufacturers, 


He Is 


(From Home Market Bulletin.) 


At last the tin-plate liar is confounded 
with adefinite, positive, and official stated 
fact of production, Mr, Ira Ayer, the 
special agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, appointed to report upon the do- 


mestic production of tin plate, has just 
made a full return, after visiting the var- 
ious new works, and his report shows 
forty-two establishments in actual oper- 
ation or under construction, which, dur- 
ing the three months ending March 31, 
1892, produced 1,090,656 pounds of bright 
plates,and 1,904,431 pounas of terne plates, 
or a total of 3,004,087 pounds. 

This statement does not include the 
shoet steel that is plated after it is made 
into articles, and the production of which, 
for that quarter, is estimated at 2,000,000 
pounds, But it might properly include 
that product, for when we imported those 
plates they were lightly coated with tin 
to preserve them and then had to be re- 
couted after they were made into wares 

The average ‘annual imports of tin 
ylates of all kinds for the three years next 
yefore the enactment of our new tariff 
were 678,090,000 pounds, ‘This country 
consumed more than all the rest of the 
world beside, 

First.—That tin and terne plates are 
being made in this country by American 
manufacturers in commercial quantities, 
and that they are being offered and pur- 
chased in quantities by American con- 
sumers, 

Second,—These plates have been exten- 
sively tested and found equal if not su- 
perior to foreign plates. 

Third.The development of the new 
industry has largely stimulated manu- 
facture of blac'’s plates, 

Fourth.—Firms have turned their at- 
tention to the manufacture of machinery 
for the production of tin and terne plate,

Mimickry in Caterpillars,

Crossing and Hybridizing, 

A correspondent inquires what is 
the difference between crossing and 
hybridizing. The terms, as used by 
those who improve fruit and flowers, 
are defined in this way: Crossing is 
only used where one variety is mixed 
with another variety of the same 
thing; for instance, one apple used 
to fertilize another kind of apple 
would be called crossing; but if an 
attempt were made to cross fertilize 
the apple and the pear, that would 
be called hybridizing, In other 
words, crossing refers to varieties of 
the same species, while hybridizing 
is used to designate that kind of 
crossing Wlich is between distinct 
species,—Meehans’ Monthly.

OAKO1VA'S PUMP SNAKE, 


A Truly Remarkabio Creature That Is 
of Great Benefit to the Farmer, 


In central Dakota, on the ‘‘Missou- 
ri bottoms,” there exists one of na- 
ture's strangest freaks. The settlers 
tern it the “pump snake.” How it 
vame there and where it came from 
is yet unknown. It first made its 
appearance in Emmons county in the 
springtime of 1886, A full grown 
pump snake measures about sixteen 
feet in length and about three inches 
in diameter. They are of gregarious 
habity roaming the prairies in large 
herds, 45 many as 300 having been 
counted in a single tlock, 

In dissecting one of these reptiles 
there is found a tube, which extends 
trom the root of the jaw to the ex- 
tremity of the tail and terminates 
in an opening. This tube is about 
two inches in diameter and lined 
with a tough, yielding substance 
similar to rubber. The pump snake 
is easily trained to answer the call 
of man, The inhabitants of this sec- 
tion trap them in large numbers. 

A farmer on Cat Tail creek has a 
flock of twenty pump snakes trained 
toa remarkable degree of proficiency. 
At the blast of a whistle tho snakes 
assemble on the banks of the creek, 
The leader (thero is always a leader 
to a herd of these snakes, who is 
elected by a two-thirds majority) 
dashes into the water of the creek, 
leaving only the extremity of its tail 
on the bank. 

Another snake immediately grasps 
the end of the leader's tail in its jaws, 
a third snake takes hold of the sec- 
ond snake's tail in a similar manner, 
and so on, extending to the water 
troughs in the cattle yards, 300 feet 
away. The leading snake begina to 
swallow or pump the water of the 
creek, which passes through the long 
lino of snakes as it would through a 
hose, and falls in a heavy stream into 
the trough. 

The agriculturist told of an ex- 
traordinary circumstance which oc- 
curred ashort time ago, While work- 
ing in the field near his home he ob- 
served flames issuing from the roof 
of his barn. Wild with excitement 
he hurried to the burning building, 
only to see that it was a hopeless 
task for himself alone to attempt to 
extinguish the flames. In despair he 
gazed on the destruction. Suddenly 
he heard a loud rustling in the tall 
grass, whence issued his herd of 
pump snakes on the run, The leader 
hurled himself into the creek, the 
rest instantly adjusting themselves 
heads and tails from the creek to the 
burning building. 

The last. snake, standing on its 
head wuved its long and flexible 
body, from the tail of which issued a 
stream of water that was thrown 
with territic force on the burni 
building. Back and forth dashed the 
tail end of the living hose, squirting 
the water where it would do the 
most good, while the loud pumping 
of the leader could be heard above 
the roar of the conflagration. With- 
in fifteen minutes the last spark was 
out. Then, and not until then, did 
the pump snakes quit work, They 
were completely exhausted, the lead- 
er having fainted dead away. 

The main part of the building and 
its contents were saved, thanks to 
the presence of mind of these won- 
derful snukes, —Fire and Water. 


The Stems of the Prickly Pear, 

In most plants, to put it simply, 
the leaves are the mouths and stom- 
achs of the organism; their thin and 
flattened blades are spread out hori- 
zoutally in a wide expanse, covered 
with tiny throats and lips which 
suck in carbonic acid from the sur- 
rounding air, and disintegrate it in 
their own cells under the influence 
of sunlight. In the prickly pears, on 
the contrary, it is the flattened stem 
and branches which undertake this 
essential operation in the life of the 
plunt-—the sucking in of carbon and 
giving out of oxygen, which is to 
the vegetable exactly what the eat- 
ing und digesting of food is to the 
animal organism. In their old age, 
however, the stems of the prickly 
pear display their true character by 
becoming woody in texture and 
losing their articulated, leaflike ap- 
peurance.— Grant Allen in Popular 
Science Monthly,

The Height of Clouds, 


The highest clouds, cirrus and cirro 
stratus, rise on an average to « height 
of nearly 30,000 feet. The middle 
clouds keep at from about 10,000 to 
23,000 feet above the surface of the 
earth; the lower clouds are seldom 
lower than 3,000 or higher than 7,000 
feet. The cumulous clouds float with 
their lower surface at a height of from 
4,000 to 5,000 feet, while their summits 
frequently extend upward to a height 
of 16,000. ‘The tops of the Alps are 
often completely hidden by clouds of 
the third class, while those of the other 
classes are freqnently seeu shooting up 
the ravines like sheets of smoke. 
Professor Moller took observations 
on one cloud, the vertical dimension of 
which was over 3,700 feet.—St. Lonis 
Republic.

BENJAMIN HARRISON. 


Benjamin Harrison, born at North Bend, Ohio, August 20, 1833; graduated 
at Miami University, Ohio, in 1852; began the practice of law in Indian- 
apolis, Ind., {in 1854; elected Recorder of the Supreme Court of Indiana 
in 1860; entered the Union Army as a subaltern in 1862, and rose to the 


rank of Colonel and Brevet Brigadier General, serving until 1865; re-elected Recorder 
while in the service, and after leaving the army continued four years in that positions 
unsuccessful candidate for Governor of Indiana in 1876; appointed a momber of 
the Mississippi River Commission in 1879; elected United States Senator from 
Indiana in 1881; delegate-at-large at National Republican Convention of 1884; and 
there his name was discussed for the nomination for the Presidency, as it had been at the 
previous convention; nominated and elected President of the United States in 1888; renomi- 
uated for the Presidency in 1892. 


WHITELAW REID. 


Whitelaw Reid, born in Xenia, Ohio, Oct 27, 1837; graduated from 
Miami University became principal of a school at South Charles.

Homes of un Unknown Race. 

According to the stories told by a 
traveler who comes from Nogales, 
A. T., the mountains of Los Trinche- 
ras, Mexico, are worth scientific ex- 
ploration. The traveler tells of the 
wonders of the Los Trincheras coun- 
try. The mountain is situated in the 
Sonora plains, about 150 miles from 
the Gulf of California and 25 miles 
from the town of Altar. Itis near the 
placer gold fields, which have been 
worked since 1804 and are sti rich 
inore. The mountain of Los Trin- 
cheras is 300 feet high and 700 yards 
across. Large stone terraces, from 
six to ten feet high, have been built 
on all sides, from the base of the hill 
to its suinnit. 

“It must have taken 100,000 men a 
year to build these terraces,” said 
the traveler. ‘‘Several theories are 
advanced for the construction of 
these terraces.

At Christiania, in Norway, building 
operations are successfully carried on 
at temperatures as low as 2 degs.

In fact the 
Christiania builders maintain that it 
is superior, ‘The secret of successful 
work under these conditions is said 
to be in the use of unslacked lime, in 
mixing the mortar in small quanti- 
ties at u time, being made up imme- 
diately before use. The mortar must 
be put in place before it loses the 
heat due to the slacking of the lime. 
The lower the temperature the larger 
the quantity of lime required, so that 
below 12 degs. Fahr, the work cannot 
be carried on protitably.—Deutsche 
Bauzeitung.

A SHATTERED MIRROR. 


{¢ Recalls a Burglaur's Blunder and a 
Houseowner's Narrow Escape. 

Hanging in Inspector Schaack’s 
room at the East Chicago avenue po- 
lice station is a small dressing mir- 
ror. Though badly shattered, the 
inspector would not part with it for 
a large sum of money, for it tells a 
story which, though true, is stranger 
than fiction. 

The little mirror was once the 
property of George High, and was 
the means of seving that gentleman 
a loss of about $25,000. About 7 
o'clock on the evening of Oct. 8, 1886, 
Mr. High, his family and several 
guests were eating dinner. While 
they were thus engaged two bur- 
glars, who had evidently been ‘‘spot- 
ting” the house for some time, placed 
a ladder against the rear of the 
house. By that means one of the 
men reached the second story win- 
dow and entered the house. Walking 
straight through the hall, he entered 
Mrs. High’s bedroom. That evening 
Mrs. High and her guests were going 
to attend a reception, and their dia- 
monds and jewelry were spread out 
on the dresser. As the thief entered 
the room his eyes caught sight of 
the gems and he started to possess 
himself of them. 

The small mirror hung in the cor- 
ner of the room opposite the mirror 
in the dresser. As he reached out 
his hands for the diamonds the thief 
saw what he supposed was a hand 
stretched out to grasp him. It was 
the reflection of his own hand on the 
large mirror re-reflected in the small- 
er one, Believing that he was about 
to be captured, the burglar whipped 
out his revolver, turned quickly and 
fired. He hit the man in the small 
mirror and forgot all about the dia- 
monds. Running to the window he 
jumped upon the ladder and slid to 
the ground. 

Alarmed by the shot, the family 
rushed up stairs and found the room 
full of smoke and the smell of gun- 
powder. Looking out of the window, 
Mr. High saw two men running 
down the alley toward Lake Michi- 
gan. In the corner of the mirror 
was a bullet hole, and broken glass 
was scattered over the floor. The 
case was reported to Inspector 
Schaack, but the ‘‘climbers,” as they 
are called by the police, were never 
captured, 

One day Mr. High sent for the in- 
spector and presented him with the 
broken mirror. The inspector wrote 
a short history of the affair, had it 
framed and it hangs below the mir- 
ror in his oftice.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 


Hannibal's life and fate were su- 
premely great andsad.

Yet in his old age he becamea 
fugitive, wandering from one coun- 
try to the other and finding no rest, 
owing to the vindictive persecutions 
of the Romans, who were then all 
powerful. At last, discovering no 
spot on earth open to him as a refuge, 
deserted by his former friends, his 
country enslaved and his once im- 
perial native city in ruins, he gave 
way to despair and ended his life 
with poison.— Yankee Blade.

Toat of the Lesson, Pa, ixxil, 1-19—Mem- 
ory Verses, 7, 8—Golden Text, Pa, ixxil, 
11—Commontary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


1, “Give the king Thy judgments, 0 God, 
and Thy righteousness unto the king’s 
pon.” A psalm penned by a king, dedi- 
ented toa king and concerning the king 
of kings. Solomon was a type of Christ in 
wisdom and in the peace and prosperity of 
his kingdom. No man can be a type of 
Christ as to His character, but only as to 
office, Christ ia king and king’s son, di- 
vineand human, and al) judgment is given 
to Him (John v, 22), 

2. “He shall judge thy people with 
righteousness, and thy poor with judg- 
ment.’’ Compare Isa. xi, 4, 5; xxxil, 1, 17. 
When Jesus shall be king over all the 
earth, the righteous branch of David reign- 
ing and prospering, executing judgment 
and justice in the earth, in the days of 
Israel's restoration, then shall all without 
exception enjoy the full benefits of equit- 
able Judgment and righteousness (Zach. 
xiv, 9; Jer, xxiii, 5, 6). 

8. “The mountains shall bring pence to 
the people and the little hills by right- 
eousness.”” Compare Isa. xl, 4, 5; ly, 12. 
Peace and righteousness shall abound, 
and things that formerly brought terror 
and dismay shall be subdued and be em- 
ployed in the service of the king. 

4. “Heshall judge the poor of the peo- 
ple, He shall save the children of the 
needy, and shall break in pieces the op- 
pressor.’ Contrast the oppression of the 
poor in Amos fi, 6; viii, 6; v, 11, and the 
time of the kingdom when the meek shall 
inherit the earth, and shall delight them- 
selves in the abundance of peace (Ps. 
xxxvil, 11; Math. v, 5). 

5. “They shall fear Thee as long as the 
sun and moon endure, throughout all gen- 
eratious.”’ In Jer, xxxi, 35, 36; xxxiii, 20, 
21, the references are very plain to the res- 
toration of Israel and her continuance as a 
nation while sun and moon endure. 

6. ‘He shall come down like rain upon 
the mown grass, as showers that water the 
earth." Compare II Sam. xxiii, 4; Hos. vi, 
3, and notice in each passage the reference 
to the morning—the morning without 
clouds, the morning when He will help 
Israel (Ps. xlvi,5, margin), All Gospel bless- 
ing now is but a foretaste of the fullness of 
blessing when Jesus shall come to the 
church asthe Morning Star and to Israel 
as the Sun of Righteousness (Rev. xxii, 16; 
Mal. iv, 2). 

7. “In His days shall the righteous 
flourish, und abundance of peace so long 
as the moon endureth.” He will be the 
true Melchizedek, who will be both King 
of Righteousness and King of Peace. The 
Saviour teaches us that in this present 
world, instead of flourishing, we must ex- 
pect hatred and persecution and trial; and 
so also tench the apostles by the Spirit 
(John xv, 18-20; xvi, 1, 2; Jas. i, 12; Rev. 
ii, 10; 11 Tim. iii, 12). 

8. “He shall have dominion also from sea 
to sea, and from the river unto the ends of 
theearth.’’ Solomon’s kingdom embraced 
all the land of promise (I Kings iv, 21, 24); 
the true Son of David shall have dominion 
over all the earth (Dan, vii, 13, 14; Rev. xi, 
15; Num, xiv, 21; Isa, xi, 9; Hab. ii, 14). 
His body, the church, shall reign with 
Him (Rev. iii, 21; v, 9, 10). 

9, ‘They that dwell in the wilderness 
shall bow before Ilim, and His enemies 
shall lick the dust.” It is only at His 
second coming in power and glory that He 
shall smite His enemies, when He shail re- 
turn bringing His saints with Him 
(1 Thess, iii, 13; Col. iii, 4; Zech xiv, 3, 4; 
Rey. xix, 11, 15). There can be no king- 
dom till the King returns (Luke xix, 11, 
15). : 

10, “The kingsof Tarshish and of the 
isles shall bring presents; the kings of 
Sheba and Seba shall offer gifts.” The 
most distant and the most opulent seem to 
be represented here, while the previous 
verse suggests the most uncivilized. The 
visit of the queen of Sheba to Solomon and 
of the wise men of the east to the child 
Jesus are suggestive of the time when the 
glory of the Lord having risen upon Israel 
the Gentiles shall come to her light and 
kings to the brightness of her rising (Isa. 
Ix, 1-3). 

11. “Yea, all kings shall fall down before 
Him; all nations shall serve Him.” Com- 
pare Ps, Ixxxvi, 9. That this shall be when 
He is king of the Jews is evident from 
Isa, lx, 12, where it is written that the na- 
tion and kingdom that will not serve thee 
(Israel, see context) shall perish. It is the 
literal Israel, truly converted, that is to 
blossom and bud and fill the face of the 
earth with fruit (Isa. xxvi, 6), 

12. “For He shall deliver the needy when 
he crieth; the poor also and him that hath 
no helper.” Compare Isa. xli, 17, 18. All 
His relief, both physical and spiritual, 
which he brought to the poor and needy 
when He was bere in humiliation, was but 
a sample of the fullness of blessing that 
shall be when the kingdom comes, 

13. “He shall spare the poor and needy, 
and shall save the souls of the needy.” 
See Jer. xxxix, 10; Zeph. iii, 12, as a fore- 
shadowing of these good times. The rich 
cuntrol things now, but it shall not be so 
in the days of His kingdom. 

14. “He shall redeem their soul from de- 
ceit and violence, and precious shall their 
blood be in His sight.” They may lay 
down their lives for His sake, but He will 
receive their souls und in due time redeem 
their bodies. Deceit and violence shall end 
when He comes. 

15, “And He shall live, and to Him shall 
be given of the gold of Sheba; prayer also 
shall be made for Him continually, and 
daily shall He be praised.” He was dead, 
but is alive forever more (Rey. i, 18). The 
church seems to have hard work to raise 
money to carry on her work, but in king 
om days wealth shall pour in from all 
quarters (Isa. Ix, 5, 11, R. V). 

16. ‘There shall be an handful of corn in 
the earth upon the top of the mountains; 
the fruig thereof shall shake like Lebanon, 
nnd they of the city shall flourish like 
yrass of the earth.”” There shall be great 
results from apparently small causes, “A 
little one shall become a thousand, and a 
smal] one a strong nation; I the Lord will 
hasten it in his time (Isa, lx, 22). 

17, “His name shall endure forever, His 
name shall be continued as long asthe sun, 
and men shall be blessed in Him; all na- 
tions shall call Him blessed.” See Acts 
fii, 16; iv, 10, 12, 80; ix, 15, 16; x, 43. 

18, “Blessed be the Lord God, the God of 
Israel, who only doeth wondrous things.” 
Compare Ex, xv, 11; Jer, x, 6, 7, 10. 

19. “And blessed be His glorious name 
forever, and let the whole earth be filled 
with His glory. Amen and amen.” The 
five books of the Psalter end with xli, 13; 
Ixxii, 10; Lxxxix, 52; evi, 48; cl, 6, [tis worth 
while to compare the close of cach book. 
The promises that the whole carth shall be 
filled with His ylory are found in Num. 
xiv, 21; Isa. xi, 9; Hab. ii, 14. They should 
inspire us to work mightily to hasten it,

Matters of Legislative and General 
Gossip, 


(From Our Special Boston Correspondent,) 


Of course all the interest of the past 
week has been centered at Minneapolis, 
The result will be heartily supported by 
the Republican masses. Thero is no 
doubt either that the vote cast for Mr. 
Blaine was a much larger proportion of 
the convention than was his support 
among the people. He still commands 
the admiration of the people, But the 
people also endorsed the wise, conserva- 
tive, successful administration of Preaj- 
dent Harrison, and desired to give him 
their support for another term. And 
now that, in spite of all plans, schemes, 
plots, and opposition, he has been placed 
in nomination ona platform which is in 
harmony with his record, the people will 
give hima support no less cordial, sin- 
cere and effective, though perhaps a less 
noisy one than the “magnetic man of 
Maine” would have received. But the 
nominee of the conyention is the noml- 
nee of the great Republican party, and 
he will be elected. The strong business 
interests of the nation, with all therein 
implied, are behind him, 

The sentiment of Massachusetts Re- 
publicans was doubtless more largely for 
Harrison than was indicated by their 
delegates in the convention. They had 
left the state before Blaine’s resignation. 
That act turned many, if not the ma- 
jority of his friends, to Harrison. By 
conversation with men from all over the 
state, before the ballot was taken even, I 
am certain that the party is heartily glad 
that Mr, Harrison received the endorse- 
ment he so well deserves. An experienced 
political newspaper man who was in the 
crowd in front of the newspaper bulle- 
tins for hours on Friday afternoon, even 
until the nomination was made, tells me 
that while the hurrahs were for Blaine 
yet the general comment and prevailing 
sentiment through the crowd was that 
Harrison’s nomination would be the best 
outcome. And it came, 

The Republican Editorial Association 
of Massachusetts was promptly in line 
with a ratification mecting of the nomin- 
ations. It had a largely attended and 
very enthusiastic mecting at the Quincy 
House, and heard some eloquent and in- 
spiring speeches by Lieut.-Goy. Haile, 
Hon. A. W. Beard, Congressmen Lodge 
and Morse, President Pinkerton, Speaker 
Barrett, Hon. John D. Long, Secretary 
Thomas of the Norfolk Club and others, 
This was a kind of an anniversary for the 
Association, which was founded just 
about a year ago almost wholly by the 
efforts of Hon. J. O. Burdett, who was 
then chairman of the Republican state 
central committee, and which has done 
efficient political work ever since, 

The week has been a rather eventful 
one in the Legislature. The great fight 
against 

The Endowment Assoctation 

has come to an end, and it proved a kind 
of drawn battle. No legislation of any 
kind has been passed. ‘Therefore the 
laws of previous Legislatures, presuma- 
bly as honest as the present one, remain 
in force. It is idle to say that all the 
opponents of exterminating these orders 
were dishonest men, for they include 
men whose honesty cannot be impugned, 
They may be mistaken, The charters 
were honestly accepted by thousands of 
members, who still believe the principle 
of insuring fora sick benefit on the en- 
dowment assessment plan is just as 
sound as that of insuring for a death 
benefit by the same method. They want 
the fair chance to try the correctness of 
their theory, If they are wrong, they 
lose their own money. The rascality of 
a score of “supreme” officers in no way 
disproves the soundness of the principle 
at the bottom of the system. And it is 
with that view that the Legislature de- 
cided to make no further legislation, this 
year. The whole system may collapse of 
its own weekness; but the House decided 
not to kick it down anyway. 

Then there was 

The Cape Cod Canal 

bill, which was killed, resurrected, and 
then buried again by the House, The 
objections to it were that it was fathered 
chiefly by men from without the state, 
that it did not cover the best route, and 
that the old company, which has spent 
$1,000,000 on a canal there be allowed the 
preferend if the state was to show any 
favors. The fight bas now been trans- 
ferred to the Sevate, where the old com- 
pany will make a tisht, also those who 
want a route down at Bats river and those 
who look for state und national aid as 
the only reai solution of the problem, 

Then there has been 

The Bribery Investigation 

on the charger by two members of the 
House that a member of the “third 
House,” in other words the ‘lobby,’ 
offered them money for their votes on 
certain measures, The members are men 
of good standing, and their evidence was 
very direct. The alleged guilty party has 
been for many years engaged at the State 
House looking after various enterprises 
asakind of “legislative agent,’ and is 
generally supposed to be wise enough to 
avold any off.nse against the law in his 
endeayors to influence members to hig 
way of thinking. His defence has not 
been made, although he voluntarily sur- 
rendered himself, and will not be dis- 
closed until the case comes up in court 
on the 16th, Meanwhile, both measures 
to which the alleged bribery was related 
have been finally disposed of. The Legis- 
lature is composed of men who can be de- 

ended upon to act fairly. A great many 
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influenoes, politioal, business and foocial, 
are brought to bear on men to influence 
their votes. Combinations of all kinds 
are entered Into. Legisiation is a kind 
of compromise anyway, but there is little 
basis in provable evidence that any 
measure is passed or defeated by the cor- 
rupt use of money. 
Tho Senate has passed a pretty 


Radical Temperance Measure 
in exchange for the so called Day anti- 


saloon bill from the House. Objection 
was made to this, although it was drawn 
by ex-Goy. Long, that it would not ac- 
complish anything. Soa new bill, drawn 
by Senator Butler of Bristol, was adopted 
and sent tothe House. It provides that 
no licenses for the sale of liquor to be 
drunk on the premises shall be issued for 
any place where the sale of liquor is the 
sole or principal business, The Temper- 
ance Guard of the State approved this 
bill. Should it finally reach the Gover- 
nor, it is expected that he will veto it, 
even though he was elected by Probibi- 


tory votes. 
General Gossip. 


The party stands by the Governor on 
his vetoes without a break. 

The Democrats taunt the Republicans 
with cracking the party whip; but the 
latter retort that they are sure to mind 
the “bors” without any such coaxing. 

There will be no bitterness in the Re- 
publican party, this year, so far as state 
issues are concerned. The Blaine men 
are now all Harrison men, 

The ond of the Minneapolis convention 
has made much clearer the political at- 
mosphere in Massachusetts. 

The newspaper men haye a worthy 
representative on the national ticket in 
Whitelaw Reid, editor of the New York 
Tribune. 

The “bribery investigation’ will prob- 
ably be decided in the courts. No rep- 
resentative was bribed, so no legislation 
was thereby affected. 

The election laws are not to be modi- 
fled very much, this year, but the instruc- 
tions to be sent out by the secretary of 
state, next fall, will be so explicit as to 
greatly expedite the announcement of 
the result. 

It is very doubtful if any Caps Cod 
canal legislation is passed, this year. 

Massachusetts was fortunate in having 
a majority of her delegates on the win- 
ning side from the start, at Minneapolis. 

There was a very friendly feeling for 
McKinley as a compromise candidate, if 
there was to be one, all through this 
state. 

Republican ratification rousers will now 
be in order all along the line. And they 
will be enthusiastic ones too, 

Now that it is all over how utterly 
foolish and senseless seems much of the 
stuff that was telegraphed from Minne- 
epolis.

STRONG PLATFORM PLANKS. 


The Principal Ones Adopted by the Na- 
tional Republican Couvention. 


Wereaflirm the American doctrine of 
protection. We call attention to its 
growth abroad. We maintain that the 

rosperous condition of our country is 
fegely due to the wise revenue legisla- 
tion of the Republican Congress. 

We believe that all articles which can- 
not be produced in the United States, 
except luxuries, should be admitted free 
of duty, and that on all imports coming 
into competition with the products of 
American labor there should be levied 
duties equal to the difference between 
wages abroad and at home. 

We assert that the prices of manufac- 
tured articles of general consumption 
have been reduced under the operations 
of the tariff act of 1890. 

We point to the success of the Repub- 
lican policy of Feu} pEvelsy, under which 
our export trade has vastly increased, 
and new and enlarged markets have been 
opened for the products of our farms and 
workshops. 

The American people, from tradition 
and interest, fayor bi-metallism, and the 
Republican Fahd demands the use of 
both gold and silver as standard money, 
with such restrictions and under such 
provisions, to be determined by legisla- 
tion, as will secure the maintenance of 
the parity of values of the two metals, so 
that the purchasing and debt paying 
power of the dollar, whether of silver, 
gold, or paper, shall be at all times equal, 
The interosta of the producers of the 
country, its farmers and its workingmen, 
demand that every dollar, paper, or coin, 
issued by the Government, shall be as 
good as any other. 

We demand that every citizen of the 
United States shall be allowed to cast one 
free and unrestricted ballot in all pub- 
lic elections and that such ballots shall be 
counted and returned as cast; that such

We denounce the continued inhuman 
outrages perpetrated on American citi- 
zens for political reasons in certain 
Southern States of the Union. 

We favor the enactment of more atrin- 
gent laws and regulations for the restric- 
tion of criminal, pauper and contract 
immigration. 

The Republican party has always been 
the champion of the oppressed and rec- 
Ognizes the dignity of manhood, irre- 
spective of faith, color or nationality; it 
sympathizes with the cause of home 
rule in Ireland, and protests against the 
persecution of the Jews in Russia, 

We reaftirm our opposition, declared in 
the Republican party of 1888, to all com- 
binations of capital organized in trusts 
or otherwise to control arbitrarily the 
condition of trade among our citizens. 
We heartily indorse the action already 
taken upon this subject, and ask for suc 
further legislation as may be required to 
remedy any defects in existing laws and 
to render their enforcement more com- 
plete and effsctive.
